This his no fmaU 
grief he uttered unto divers of his in- 
ivafd Friends in Trinity College ^ who 
#er9 a'lfo very much dilcontented, be-

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caule the honour of the Dirpqtation did 
not redound unto their College. 
Hk^$efc9th ig^ Mv.Cartrvrighty immediately af- 
ter her Majefty's neglect of him, began 
to wade into divers Opinions, as that of 
the Difciplim^ and to kick againft her 
Ecclefiaftical Government ; he alfbthen 
grew highly conceited of himfelf for 
Learning, and Holinefs, and a great 
Contemner of others that were not of 
his mind. And although the Learning 
and Qualities of any were never fb 
mean, yet if he affefted Mafter Qdrt^ 
fvrighty and his Opinions, he fhould be 
in great eftimation with him , accord- 
ing to the faying of the Poet : ' ■ ■ ' ■ 

Pracifui funto^ fitqae illis aurea karba^ 

But if he were againft him in his fanci- 
ful Conceits, though he were never fo 
good a Scholar, or fo good a Man^ he 
could not brook or like of him ; as of 
Dr. iVhitaker , and others : And al- 
though in their Eleftions of Scholars 
into that College, they made as good 
choife as any other, either before, or in 
their time , yet could he never afford 
the Electors, nor Parties elefted , a 
good word, unlefs they fided with hirti 
in his Fancies. ^ 20. And 
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20. And that he might the better Cartwright 
feed his Humour with thefe conceited ^^^^^ ^^ Ge- 
Novelties, he travailed to Geneva ;';'^'^ff^'f 
where cblerving the Government and of thjft chunk,

Lay- Elders^ or Presbyters (astheycal- 
led them,) he was fb far carried away 
with an aftedion of that new devifed

and other Ecclefiaftical Officers; the 
Adminiftratioq of oqr Holy Sacra- 
ments, anc^ obiervation of our Rites 
and Ceremonies ; and buzzing theic 
Conceits into the Heads of divers young 
Preachers and Scholars of the Univerfi* 
ty, he drew after him a great number 
of Difeiples and Followers* And upon 
a Suiiday ( Doftor Whitgift being from 
home) Mafter Or^»r/^i&/ with lome of

that one day ; wherein they fo vehe-

pleffes ( though againft the Statutes of 
the Hoiife) and Were all placed in the 
Chappel without Surplefles, three only 
excepted ; DoQor Legge^ Mr. Weft ^ 
and the Chaplain, By reafbn of whicK 
Stirs, both that private College was 
greatly diftra£ted, and the whole Uni- 
verfity much perplexed and troubled. 

2 2, For thele his Opinions were riowf 
broached^not only at home in their Col- 
lege Sermons, and Domeftical Com- 
mon-Places, but by Mafter Cartwrig^hi 
himfelf, and his Adherents, in the pub- 
lick Church of the whole Univerfity ;

The Reverend Bilhoi», 
dnd Fathers of the Church, for their 
due obferving Ecclefiaftical Rulcsf and 
Conftitutions, were by them muchper- 
ftringcd, the Eftabliflled Church paraU

Hierarchy , was alio much reproached 
and d if graced.

Cartwrigh and his Complices had ^J^'^'catr- 
broached this his dangerous DoSrinc, wrightV o;>ir 
would always the Sunday following in ««'*^- 
the lame Church , anfwer and confute 
their Opinions, with fuch commenda- 
tion, and applaufe, as thereby he much 
quieted and (etledthe judgment of ma^

25. Notwithftanding, (b far was hq 
from entring into any rigorous courfe 
of proceeding againfl: them ( as juftly 
he might have done by the Statutes of 
the College, and publick Laws of 
the State) as that with great fufFerance 
WhitgiftV he winked at and paffed by many of 
genMefs. ^j^^f^ Wrongs and Enormities, and in- 
ftead of revenge, he by gentlenefs and 
goodnefs heaped coals upon the Advcr- 
iaries heads, as alio for rough and un« 
feemly Speeches, he breathed nothing 
but (weet breath of love , and peace, 
often exhorting them to call to God for 
Grace, that they might h?ive more fo- 
ber conHderation and better judgment 
of Orders eftablifhed, which then they 
miftook to be amift. Por (as a L^arn* 
Hooker^£f. ed man truly (aithof them) tho/eferm 
lihs'^*'^* ^^^^ r^^re)5pe;7^erj of things eftahUJbed by, 
fubUck Jluthority , art alrvays confident , 
and boldfpirited men : but their confidence^ 
(for the moft part) riftth from too much 
credit given to their own Wits ; for which 
^aufe they arefeldom free from Errors.

ward fell out) ; and therefore to cure 
this Evil, if it might be, in the begin- 
ning, he oftentimes (entto Mafl:er C4rr* Whitgift jiI.

adviled him to furceafe from thofe ^"^^^ 
Courfes : But finding him always wiU 
fully bent, and finally obftinate ; to pre- 
vent further milchief , he with the Se- 
piors of the Houie, called him in que* cJlshimii 
ftion ; and having fuj9ficient matter of w^^'*** 
En^pulfion againft him, for uttering 
(bme Errors in his Lediires , and not 
recanting, nor expounding them ; be* 
ing by the Mafter and Seniors (b ap- 
pointed, and for exercifing the Fun- 
Qion of a Minift^r , having no Letters 
of Orders ( which he had either torn, 
or fupprefTed, for that he thought it not 
lawful by his own Doflrine to u(e 
them) and for tranlgrefling the Sta- 
qf the Houfe in divers other 

Points^ 
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Points, he expelled him the Houfe ; 
and being Vice-Chaftcellor, caufed him 
likewife to be deprived of the Lady 
Mar^arer^s LeQtrre , which then he 
read. ' 

27. Before which coiyfe of proceed- 
ing with him, DoSiorfVhitgift (under- 
ftanding that Mafter Cartwri^ht h^^ gi* 
vcn it out, that his dangerous Afler- 
tions were rather reprefled by Autho- 
rity,than refelled by Truth, and ftrcngth 
of Reafbn ) wifhed him to forbear liich 
difturbance of the publick Peace of the 
Church, and often offered him to enter 
a qutcter courfc for trial of the truth of 
his Caufe by Conference, and Writing; 
which he always refufed to accept, as 
may appear by an Aft recorded in the 
Regiftry Book of the Univcrfity of Cam- 
hridgcy under the Teftimony and Sub- 
fcription of the chief Heads , bearing 
date the 18th of Marchy 1570. in thele 
words.

Fur- 
ther^ the faid DoBor Whitgift, at 
fuch time as Mafter Cartwright was 
deprived of his Leffi$re^ did in our 
frefence ask the faid Mafter Cart« 
'wrighr, whether he had both publick* 
ly and privately divers times offered 
the fame Conference unto hiin by wri^ 
tingy or not. To which Mafter Cart- 
Wright anfweredy that he had beenfo 
offered^ and that he refufed the fame. 
Moreover^thefaid Mafter Q^^xtyfu^t 
did never offer any Difputation^ but 
upon ihefe Conditions ; viz. That he 
might know who fbould be his Adverfa^ 
rJeSj and who fbould be his Judges ; 
meanip^fufh fudges as he himfelf could

28. Not long after (at which time 
her Highnefs had fummoned a Parlia- 
ment) fome of principal note amongft 
thefe Difciplinarians thought that the 
fitted time either to efFeQ: their defires 
by fome Abettors in that high Affembly, 
or at Icaft to difperfe their Opinions 
into all the parts of the Kingdom. To 
which end they then piiblifhed a Sedi-

}o- Whereupon Mafter Carttpright^ 
notwithftanding his former reliifal to 
enter into the lift with Do^r Whit- 
gift ( as is aforefaid ) feeing both the 
walls and foundation of his new- found* 
ed Church-government already fbaken^ 
and tottering, endeavoured to under* 
prop the lame with a Retli. The weak- 
nets whereof DoQ:or WUt^ift diiplaycd 
in his Defence of the Anfmer to the Ad- 
monition^ AgMtnft the Re fly. 

Jo. Y^Mt Mm^i Cartwright (glorying 
belike to have the lad word) publifbed 
a fecond Reply, fraught with no other 
ftufF, than had been before refuted, yet 
Dodor IVhitgift addr^.fling himfelf to 
anfwer it, was by the advice of fbme 
(whole Judgments he much efteemed)i 
dilTuaded from troubh'ng him(elf, in 
refuting that which he had already

And in a 
word, as Hterome (bmetime faidof ^«i- 
brofe ; he is in his words but a trifler, 
and for his matter but a dreamer, and 
altogether unworthy to be refuted bjr 
any man of Learning.

(unlefs they be too inflexible, and barfh) 
they cannot but in requital of their 
loves , entertain them with reciprocal 
kindnefles. But howlbever it be, fuch ^^hasff^isi 
was the mutual love betwixt this Bi- ^t'oentlZcn 
(bop , and the Gentlemen there, that andpeofU in 
they delighted much fo converfe toge- ^^^cw^rr;. 
ther; efpecially at Affizes and Seffions, 
the Bifhop would commonly refide ae 
tVorcefter to ^ive the Jadges and Ju- 
ftices entertainment.

Sir Chrifto. choice of Sir Chriflopher H^tton , who

cLnciffor, lor in the Archbifliop's Houfe at Croy^ 
Ap.*9i587. doffy thereby the rather to grace the 
Archbifliop. His advancement did much 
ftrengthen the ArchbiQiop and his 
Friends, and withal, the Earl of Lei- 
cefier and his DeHgnments, came (bon 
after to an end. For, the Year follow- 
ing, taking his Journey to K^tmlmrth^ 
he died in the way^ at Cornhurj Park^ 
s** «-»;/•/ whereby the Archbifhop took himfeff 
s^Tisst freed from much oppofition. 

60. Upon the death of the faid Earl, , 
Oxford defire the Chancellorfhip of Oxford being 
fir fi^i'^ ^^^^> ^vjQts of the Heads and others of 
chsnciikrm the Univerfity, made known unto the v 
itJ^^^ ArchbiQiop their defire to chuft him 
their Chancellor, although he was a 
CamhrU^e man. To whom he returned 
this Anfwer, That he was already their 
Friend, whereof they might reft affured; 
and therefore advifed them to make 
choice of Ibme other in near place about 
the Queen, that might affift him on

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their behalf : And both at the Council- 
board , and other Places of Juftice, 
right them many ways , both for the 
benefit of the Univerfity^ and their par- 
ticular Colleges. And therewithal re- 
commended unto them Sir Chnjlophcr nereemptetuU

62. Some of the Printers,, wbilfl 
they wer6 tufied about the lafl Lib61, 
were apprehended ; who, with the En^ 
tertainers , and Receivers of the Prefsi 
were proceeded againft in the Star- 
chamkr^^ndthcTQ Cenfured ; but upon 
their fiibmiflion (at the humble Suit of 
the Archbiihop) were both delivered 
outofPrilbn, and ealedof their Tines. 
Irhe Authors arid Fenners df tomb of 
thele Libelis were, ^p^/? Pe^ri kmfoB^ 
Vdafii the chief bifi)erler of thern was 
Humphrey Nervman^ a Cobler, a choice 
Broker for fuch fowtefly Ware^ aqd i^

6 J. Thusthe factious Minifters,zea> 
Idtis of pretended Di(ci(Jine, having 
uith thefe (editions Libels (astheFoire- 
riingei^ and Harbingers of their furthei* 
De^ns) made way in the hearts of the 
Vulgdt- (who ever are apt to entertain 
Novelties, though it be with dangeir 
and detriment to themlelves ; and ifpe- 
cialiy if it have a Ibew of reftraining 
the Authority of their Superiors ) they 
thbught it the fitteft tioie td pi-bfecute 
their Projefts. And while one fort of -. 
them were maKcioufly bufied in flan- SSSriV* 
deting the St^te of the Church already (mtbttbm) 
fetle<C the other were as Icditiouflyim- J*"!sm*** 
ployed id planting the Difcipline which cllmber'/w 
they had newly plotted. Whereupon their c*m>e». 
fhiortly after Thomas Cart»right , and jljjjj^;^^^ 
Edmund SfiAftf with others, were called ufhing their 
inqoeftion, and proceeded withal in«»»*«f«'» 
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the Star-chdmier^ for fettiog forth, and 
putting in pradice (without Warrant 
or Authority) a new Form of Common 
Prayer^ and Adcniniftration of the Sa- 
craments and Presbyterial Difcipline. 
The particularities of which their dan-

54. It was therefore high time for the 
Archbilhop add State to look ftrlQiy to Uiyf^Mijhop 
thele Perturbers of our Churches happy ''^1^1'"']''^" 
quiet. But if we (hall take a further f^w S' 
view of thofe enormous , and defpe* 
rate Courfes, which after ehfued ( tho' 
ail Branches growing out of the fame 
Root) we ffaall be far from siccufing 
either ttie Archbiujop of too much Vi- 
gilaricyj or the Civil Magiftrates of 
overrhuch Severity, in cutting ofFfoire 
bf thoiGb outragioiis and unbridled Se- 
flaries.

left h ntijgbt grow to the like outrage;

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Amobgft whom thcfe were very foN 
ward to the like prefumption heniry 
Barrow^ Geotleman | and Joha Green* 
ipoodf Clerk , who were con vented be- 
fore the High Commiflioners for Caufes 
1587. Ecclefiaftical, in November 1587. foe 
Barrovir and their Scbifmatical and Seditious Opini* 
?hi&^&!i^ma. ^°^>^^^ That our Church is no Church, 
WsUnds7i!u' or at the Icaft, no true Church ; yield* 
tiiu0 P0fiti$m. ing thefe Reafoos therefore.

but all in vain. For after their liberty ^* ^^^*- 
they burft forth into further Extremi- 
ties, and were again committed to the weren^cm:

68. For fupprefling this kind of Peo*^ 
pie (which as you iee were grown unto 
a great height of violence and outrage) 

the State held it fit at the next Parlia- AnABcfjh^ 
ment following to make a Law of Ab juration and 
juration , or Banifliment , of fuch as f,7f7"L 
ftould either perfuade others, or be TchimS, 
prefent themfelves at thefe their Con-

E T the Reader now cpnfider 
with what CoQC9gioa, and 
Leprofy, maoy poor Souls bad like to 
have been infef^ed through fbe divul- 
ging of their wicked tibels, aqd dyn* 
gerous Pofitions, tending to InQov^tioQ 
and Rebellion, had not the; (Iroke of 
• JuRice I and providence of tb« St^cei 
wifely prevented the fame ; felediag 
as out of an hundr^ thouland (editioMS 
Mutineers (for, fo many they coofefled 
C^ffurBfr^ were ready for that purpofe) only four

Ki^kZ^'^ whofe lot it was tq be proceeded withal, 
^ * for the quenching of the fiery opir^ge 
of the reft, kindled already to th^ like 
Great TruiiUs Attempts ^ us thofe in Germafti Qf th^ 
t^I^^7* Cabinet-teachers, and Reformers, both 
feJsbn^^ ^t Mulhufiny and Munfitf in Wejlphalla: 
frmukeprin' Whjch Scditions could HOC b? appealed,

And though fonie, noi; ©f the greatef^

71. And when, I pray you , were ihife stirs fa 
thcfeCIaflicalAffemblies, andthefcSe- ;i{'y;^f' 
ditjous Stirs, and Hurli burlies of A/^r* Spanifli Inva* 
timifif^ and that Reforming Sed put ^®"' ??^<f 
in pradice ? In the Year 1 588. at that 
time, when the Invincible Spanifh Na- 
vy (as fbme vainly termed it) was up- 
on our Coafls, and flhould have invaded 
us; albeit it was by the gracious Pro* 
vidence of our Omnipotent God, pre- 
vented, and their Ships fb difperfed, as 
that no Eneciiy was able to put foot on 
Englijb Shore, but as a Prilbner or Cap- 
tive. At which time, as the Gate of 
her Ma^fty, for the preparation of 

Forces 
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Fonces. t^ encounter aod refift them , 
was very great ; fb inighc her Grkf alio 
be, to behold a dilcord and diflentionof 
her own Subjects within her Realm. 
The Archbifhop alio himielf had not the 
cneaneft part to perforo) in ib great and 
weighty an Adion ; when the whole 
Forces of the Clergy, not only within 
his particular Dioct^ls, but through his 
wliole Province, .were committed unto 
his care, aod charge, to have in readi- 
nefs, besides his own Family, and Te- 
nants, which were by him gathered to- 
gether, and. ail prepared, mufteredand 
trained fpr defence of Prince and Coun- 
try. 

751. Now, oftheaforelaid Stirs, and 
Seditious Attempts of fundry Perfbns in 
this our Archbiftiop's time, thn Ma- 
imer Cartwright was the Fountain^ aod 
principal Author, it may appear hy 
iundry PafTages, and al(b by the Opini- 
on and Dependencies which all the 
Fore-named had upon him, efpecially 
in their Proceedings ; as their Confe- 
rences, and Conventicles do fufiiciently 
declare, which are extant in the Re- 
cords of the Star-chamber ; whence I 
have taken my chiefefi Inftru£bions in 
this behalf.

7 5. That Barrow and Greenrvood were 
To infeded with his Grounds, and Opi« 
nions, which brought them unto theii^ 
fatal EndSy fhali manifeftly appear unto 
you upon Barroni^s own Confeflion. For 
when DoSor Ravis (then Chaplain to 
the Archbiflioj), and late Lord Bifhop of 
Londofi) at the earneft dcfire of Barrow 
himfelf, and direction of the Archbi- 
fhop, dealt with Matter Cartwrigh to 
confer with B^trrow, they being then 
both Prifoners in the Fieei : Matter 
Cartwright (having been once before 
with him at the entreaty of Matter Spt^ 
rin a Minifter ) would by no means bo 
drawn to further Conference with him 
again; Which his refuGil, when it was 
by Doftor Ravis fignified to Barrow^ in 
the prefence of divers of good Reputa- 
tion and Account , he fetched a great 
figh, faying, And wiB he not?

Yea 6} ht 
was be from denying oitr Church to btt 
a Chorchy chat ofreti^, and in meft pi^ 
thy manner he codfeflech, That m Qaeen 
Elizabeth was the true nnrfing Mother of 
the Church of Chrifl^ fo England and our 
Englifb Church W4S hoth she harbour of all 
the godly , and the frefirver of all other 
reformed Churches. So far ^ was he alfo 
from efteeming the ArchbiOiopttn An^ 
tichriftian Prelate , at he ne?er omitted 
to term him, A mofi Re^rend Pother its 
Chrifis and his ni^ft honoured good Lord* 
I wifh that pur Difciplinarians, who 
feem to dired themielves by the Rule 
of Geneva , would learn thus t0 difci-

The 
like he did alio when he was Archbi- 
fhop, and lay at Croydon^ the Queen 
being in her Progrefs. No Sunday ef- 
caped him in l(fnt^ as the Gentlemen 
there can well witnefs, who would ex- 
ceedingly refbrt unto him : And he ~ 
. would oftentimes preach fo early in thjd 
Morning in fome Parifh-Chureh, both 
in PVorcejier y ^^nd Canterbury ^ that He 
came afterwards to the Sermon in the 
Cathedral Church.

full of good and found Learninjg, plen- 
tiful in Authorities out of Scripture, 
Fathers, and School-men, fo Angularly 
applied, that he much affefted bis Au- 
ditory therewith. Thus he oftentimes 
ftirred and moved mens minds and af- 
feftions ; and that not by the force of 
Eloquence only, but by his pious Life, 
anfwerable to his religious Sentences ; 
the opinion and confidence which the 
People had of his Integrity, being very 
great, becaufe he did live unfpotted of 
the world, and would not any Way be 
corrupted. 

95. He never preached, but he firft 
wrote his Notes in Latin , and after- 
wards kept them during his life^ Foi^ 
he would fay , That whofoevcr took 
that pains before his preaching, the eU 
der he waxed, the better he fhould diC 
charge that Duty ; but if he truftcd on- 
ly to his memory, his preaching in time 
would become pratling. Wherein (out 
of a true religious care, and divine wif^ 
dom) he did exprefs the grave and pru- 
dent Counfei that Demofthems held in 
bis Orations,and pleadings in the Court. 
For (as Plutarch faith ) He would never 
offer to fpeak unto the People , before he

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had made briefs of that which he had id rfe- 
hver, atttdging that he loved, the People 
n^lB . that rvOuld he careful before- hand 
ivhai to fay unt<^ them. And this prepa* 
ration ( fiith he) doth (betp that a mah 
honour eth and reverenceth them too.

Ni death of this noble Queen Jjf ^.^ 
gave great hope to the FaSious of ^^^r^*"' 
challenging forthwith all exemption 
from the Cenfures, and fubjedion of 
Ecclefiaftical Authority : But how vain 
their hopes were, the iflfue hath decla- 
red ; anJ although the Archbifihop wa& 
much deje£ked and grieved for the lofs 
of his dear Sovereign and Miftrefs, who 
had (b highly advanced him, yet he, 
with the reft of the Lords, repaired im- 
mediately to Whitehall^ and after two 
hours fitting in Council about the pen- 
ning of the Proclamation, he principally 
(as his Place required) with a chearful 
countenance, and the reft of the Lords 
in like fort accompanying him, firft at 
the Court-gate at fVhin-haJl, with the 

applaule, 
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applaufe^ and unfpeakable comfort of 
ail the People 9 proclaimed her moft 
rightful Succeflbr, JAMES (then 
King of ScotUnd) King of England^ 
France^ and Inland. Afterwards, in 
like chearful fort, the Archbifhop with 
the reft of the Lords, trooped up to the 
Crois in Cheapfidty and there with like 
acclamation of the Lord Mayor and Ci- 
tizens, proclaimed him again.

And here I may not forget his 
religious care and provident order for 
the due execution of his Charge, and 
determination of all Rich Caufes as be- 
longed unio bis proper cognizance and 
place. To which end and purpofe, he 
appointed every Thurfday in Term a fo- 
lemn and let Cgmmiflion day ; upon 
which he had a Sermon in his Cbappel 
by one of his Houlhold Chaplains, and 
entertained the Commiifioners , and 
their Attendants, though to his great 
expence , which he little efteemed in 
regard of the well guiding, and orderr 
ing the Affairs, then by him underta- 
ken.

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Subjedis came chearfully to the hearing 
of their Caufes, and without fear of 
partiality id any particular Peribn. And 
howfoever the Caufe went, the Arch- 
biihop could not be impeached of rafli 
^ or inconfiderate proceeding, feeing he 
had the content and approbation ot all 
Profeffions. For the Archbiftiop always 
gave Sentence^ and ordered matters as 
the greater part of the Court did encline^ 
beginning at the junior firft, although 
himfelf would fbmetimes difTent from 
them in opinion, and ib he would tell 
them^ but without tartnefs ^ yea iii fuch 
kind and loving manner, as no man 
was hindered in delivering his mind. 
By which means he was fure always to 
have the Caufe fully debated^ and eve^ 
ry man^s opinion fully known ; which 
when he found concurring with his 
own, and the Proceedings ordered ac* 
cording to the Rules of Juftice^ he 
wouldgo on to fentence and determine 
the Caufe. 
^sRefQkm iio. Wherein he carried himfelf 
inju^gmm. with great refblution, and courage^ 
were tne Perfbns never fo great that 
wereinterefted in the fame, as you may 
perceive by one Inftance (among many) 
when himfelf was yet no Counfellor of

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State. A Gentleman of good Note fee- jtn infimui. 
ing bow the Court was enclined to or-^ 
der his Caufe (not according co his de* 
fire) told the Archbifhop, that upon 
another occafion there grew fome 
fpeech of that Caule before the Lords 
of theCounciI,and their Lordfliips were 
of another opinion than his Grace, and 
the reft of the Commiflioners, (eemed 
to be ; what telleft thou me ( faid the 
Archbilhop) of the Lords of the Coun- 
cil ? I tell thee, they are in thefe Cafes 
to be advifed by us, and not we by 
them. He would upon fuch like Oc- 
cafions oftentimes fay unto his private 
Friends towards his latter time ( when 
they talked familiarly with him /and 
obferved his courage and ftoutnels) ThAt 
two things did help much to make a man

neral or more fpecial terms. 

By want of knowledge of which 
things , fundry perverfe and finifter 
Conceits and Mi(deemings b^ve arifen, 
and are blown abroad amongft the Peo- 
ple, which feem meet to be abated, 
and reformed in them. 

For the Papift, our common Enemy, 
in fbme late Writings from beyond thei 
Seas, hath (as I am informed) wrefted 
thefe mens dealings to another end.

All which untrue Surmifes and Im- 
putations, what do they elfe but appa- 
rently and direftly tend linto the injury, 
depravation and flander of the honoura- 
ble Juftice of this Realm and State? 
For alTertion and clearing whereof froiii 
iuch Calumniations^ and to make ma- 
nifcft alio the very truth of thefe mat-

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Fcr when Sathan, the decehnvg EnetK) hf 
Mankind^ had in the Times of Popery, by in- 
feftpbley and as it were obfcure degrees (under a 
tqlaw of Religion and Devotion) envenomed once 
the very Fountains df Jbottfine with wany^ fefH^ 
lent Errors J much Super ffition, and grofs IqoIsL' 
try, and had almojt qiite damned up the light 
of the gloriotfs GoJ^el ; Then was it no marvel y 
though he here refied his Labours , as being (in 
fome fort) arrived unto the main end of all his 
drifts and purpofes. Infomucby as this once at^ 
chievedy the re^ were fufficiently able to go fvr^ 
ward of themfehesi For upon corruption of Faith 
and DoSrinei, muji needs enjue either opth cor- 
ruption of Life and Converfationy or at leajl CoT-^ 
ruption, masked under a vail of Hypocrify : Be^ 
caufe he that walketb in darknefs^ knoweth not 
whither hegpeth^ and a corrupt Tree cannt>t bring 
forth good fruit. Therefore after the i;i£lory got^ 
teny that he might more deeply deceive ^ and 
furely retain^ whom he had caught > he thought 
it requi/ite (at fome feafons) upon thefe Corrupt 
tionsy to weave a vail of pretended unity y and 
as it were to candy and fweeten them over with 
the lovely fhew of peace and agreement : Which 
neverthelejs being without verity^ is nothing elfe 
but a lewd Conjpiracyy and is rather a deadly 
fkepy wherewith men be overwhelmed, than an 
ufiitj of the fpirit in the bond of peace. For where 
dll is Jubduedy what needs any further refiftance ? 
And where a ftrofjg man keeps the Houfcy all 
that he pojjeffeth are in - quiet y till a firargtr than 
be do come to difpojfefs him;

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but when as God takifig comfafficn 'of ^16 
Vburcb in the eyes of its Mercy, bad in tbefe lap- 
ter times made fhe day-fiar to jh'we again in *cur 
heart s, no fo(fner did tbe beams of his Oo/pel be^ 
gin to glimffe and break forth ^ but tbe old crafty 
Serpent ( knowing bis Kingdom to be invaded 
afreP) , and bis tif>fe but {bort ) began in great 
bvrath to roufe up bimjelf again j and Po bantm^ 
ever aneiv all his hng-approved 7i/icked Expert-' 
fnents, and to plant neiv Engines for tbe dijcra^ 
dit and htnderaTfce (f tbe parage and propagatioTi 
^f tbe GojpeL 

This be pbtteth (befidei maHy ttber fneans) by 
feducingfome that profejs it^ intofeditim and er^ 
for : Andfo in their Perfms he bringetb tbe Tr(h 
feffum it felf into obloqa/ and hatred Tvitb fnch ^ 
afore did think hardly of it-, or were not perfaa- 
ded it v>as the truth. For by reafon of his An- 
gelical Subflame , corrupted with Diabolical 
Malice^ and by long Experience , even of yyy^ 
years continuance y he is now become ^ohvfjuli^fd^ 
p^y tnille-artifex^ his perfeS Craft s-mafter in 
infinite Devices and Subtilties. So that he doth 
at fundry times very manifoldly and variably fug^ 
gefi and plot^ not only Jeveral and divers y but 
Jometimes even ctintrafy Opinions and AQions^ oni 
to another ^ howbeit all to one and the felffamt . 

fmeralendy of fed ucing Mankind. Therefore 
among fi his infinite Deceits for hinderaince of the 
Gofpely and of Man s Salvation by it) fome whom 
be cannot pervert in DoSrine , be feeketh to at'i^ 
taint in Life : Others whom be cannot Jh eaJUy 
/educe in their Converfationy he oftentimes fowetb 
his cockle and darnel of Superfiiti$n, Scbifwy and 

tierefy 
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Herefj in their hearts^ andfo fervtrtetb tbem in 
judgment y and matter of ReUgion. Same, whom 
he camuft entangle by mefin, be temptetb to over-^ 
throve by a fin contrary unto it. Others Vfhofh 
be cannot fiiare by grofs and aSual Sins, begets 
ground of, by making them have over^great efii^ 
mation of their oumfupfofedVertties and Purity : 
So that they grow hereby both to a conceit and 
felf'love of themfetves, and alfo to contemn and 
condemn others with the Pharifee^ fiyi^g - Oh 
God^ I thank thee^ that I am not as other 
men are : Or as the Prophet fieaieth touchif^ 
Jucb frond Hypocritesy Depart from me^ for I 
am holier than thou. Others he draweth into 
error by mifiaking of the true quality or camfe of 
things y as when, not being abk to corrupt thege-^ 
neral DoBrine of the Church , be ferfuadetb 
Treacher s moft to infifi upon matters of meer cir^ 
cumfianvey as if they were of efpecial nece^y^ 
and procureth the outward Government and Dij^ 
cipline to be obtruded and beat upon, for a princi^ 
fal Point of DoBrine. So that matters of the 
fubfiance of DoS^rine and Faith in deedy do either 
wholly fiip by untaught y or elfe are fo fl^btly and 
ignorantly Jlubbered over by jucb Preachers y that 
the common Adverfary the Papift^ «r thereby ra*' 
.tber hardened y than convinced in his Ofinionst 
Which praBice may hereby appear to be the very 
fubtilty tf/Sathan, for that Jucb do ufe far more 
ewrn^nefs and diligence to plant and bring in that 
their Diicipline^ than they do for retaining of 
purity and JounJnefs of Dcitriney and are lejs in^ 
cenfed and vehement againft Papifts, than thej^ 
are againfi fucb as impugn that Fancy ^

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Oitt of thk Htad ffrinp mlfe fiat Error ^f 
Jim0y who Jo attribme aB JifarJir and ferfomd 
faults nf rmn ahom ixecn$i§n of Laivsy mto tbt 
Laws tbemfehis , and unto the nnry Policy of 
the Church : ^Thoreufon gathermg m$h fhemfelvts, 
that the ?ht 0/* Diicipline (if it might come in 
fUce) wiSfurely fervt oi a Mkhridaie^ and a 
fovereign Salve ^ to heal (with fiort afplyiug) a& 
Difeajes and Sores both of Chmch and Common* 
^ealtL Certain hefo bewitched (in Irkefort^ 
by a kind of admratum of thaty which is (in i$ 
felfj mojt necefl'ary , as that in the mean time 
they overJUf matters tf no lefs imfortanoe in the- 
Lffe of a Chrifiiany becaufe they think itjufficiont 
to be occupied only about the othor, 

Hereufon it cometh, that fnndry do attrOnte 
fo much to the hearing of the H^d freachedy that 
neither fublick nor frivate reading of Scriftnre^ 
Works of Charity^ Vrofingy nor fra&iee efthao 
which is freachedy is my whit aimofi regarded of 
them. Whereby they arO always learning ^ hut 
nev^ come who the knowle^e of the trutb^ at 
if the very work wrought of hearing alone could 
make them good and perfeit Chriflians. > So that 
where in old time there were certain Hereticks 
called di'/iiT»'i ^^^ ^ nothing but pray : 5a 
(not without caufe ) have fome feared^ le^: fuck 
Terjons would krwg in an Berejfofixi^^ put^ 
ting all Religion in bare hearin^of Sermons. Di* 
vers alfo there are, who are'fo whetted agatnft 
the abufe oftbings^ that the Sedttcer hereby ta^ 
keth opportunity to draw them to omit even tho- 
good and commendable ufe of them* Such are" 
thofe, that becaufe they wiU notftem to cof^m- 
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txod^s truth by human Teftimonyy do therefore de- 
: f^ife all light and help of good Arts, and learned 
Interpreters) and in^ead of them, do in their Ser^ 
mons nothing elfe^ but blaz^e out their oTim frivo- 
loHS and unjound Collect ions ,. trifling out the tin^ 
(without order and method) by an heap of eamefi 
and refonanty bat undigejted words, z;ain Repe^ 
titions. Tautologies and Batcologies^ without 
any [ubftance of matter, to the great abufe of 
their Auditory ^ and of that excellent Work. Ma* 
ny alfo are fo afraid to fall into fuperftitioas ob-, 
fervation of days, commanded for abftmence and 
avoiding of moft nutritive Diet^ that at fucb 
times they do ufually mo^ pamper their vile Flifh, 
even with a purpojed and fit ltd contempt of good 
Laws, in that behalf provided. Neither will 
this kind of Perfons (for the mofl part) ufi anf 
private fafiing, far fubduing the Bod/, but mufi 
have a whole fide of a Country, cr a whole fa^ 
mily at leafl:, kwrw when they faft, and will 
not ftjck to ride out a doz,ener twenty Miles from 
home to fafi with others for company ( though 
without publick Authority) there to makeoflenta- 
tion of great humbling themfehes, by ab^aining 
fer haps from one Meal, how plentifully and deli^ 
eatefyfoever they do fare at Suppers, or at their 
next Meal Likewije, to avoid opinion offuper- 
ftitious worfhip of the outward Elements at Com- 
munion, funary do refufe to kneel at the percept' 
tion of it : And of the contrary fide do fall to a 
prophane and Jwinijh (at leafi outward) irreve-^ 
fence of that high and excellent My fiery. Others 
there are , who in avoiding Superftitscn, , are 
themfehes become little lefs than fuperfiitiom; 

For 
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For albeit the Holy Gbofi condemnetb want of 'x^Dfji'^^^. 
natural affeStion as a fin; yet fucb Perfons, "when Ron,; ,. 
their Husbands^ Parents, or Friends do die, are 

Jo far firom moderate forrow or mourning for 
them ( lefi haply they [hould feem to do it fu* 
perfiitioyjly and excejjivelyy as thofe do, who ha've 
no hope ) that on the contrary , they do , (even 
with a kind of fuperfiitiom fingularity) avoid all 

jhew of forrow, as if it were a matter unlawful 

for any Chrijlians , of their degree of perfe^ion. 

And therefore they take unto themfelves at fucb 

times, Mufick , Rofe-mary Branches, and other 

tokens of joy and great folace. Howbeit^ the 

Holy Ghofi greatly commendetb the devotion of 

them, who buried the Martyr St. Stephen, and ASs 8.1, 

made great lamentation for bim. Of wbofe re- 

furreStion nevertbekfs unto Eternal Life, thofe 

Mourners had as good ajfurance, as any man now 

Qan have touching fucb , whom thefe do fo plea^ 

fantly and jocundly tumble into the Pit. Many 

alfo be deceivetb and drowneth in fin and impiety 

by fome fimilitude and refemblance that it bath 

unto vertue and godlinefs, as , by making that 

which in deed is \^>^q^^^9kha , Will-worfhip, 

to feem to be nothing elfe, but an eamefi care to 

firve God : Superfiifion, to be taken for obedient 

Devotion : Hfpocrijjf, for true fincerity : A fljew 

of humbling a man's Jelf by a meal or twos ab^ 

fiinence, and hanging down the bead like a buJU 

rujh, for true fajting, and fubduing of the flejh :

Ic is neceflary (faiti 
Cbrift) that offences come } yec woe be to 
thetn^ by wHocd they come. And there 
m\xk needs be herefies^ (faith St. Paul) tba( 
. fuch as be apf^r ove^, may be made manifeft. 
But of all the other, the lafi fort ^ them (boing 
ftiggefiedbySsiths^:!, under the mz,ard of FertuOj 
Gadlinefs, and Religion) are mofi femieiom an4 
Jemlijb : And the foijon of themffreadetb and 
ranhieth fserthefi, to the difiurbance and feril 
both ef Church and Common^wealth, becaufe 
beroby the Devil transformetb himfelf into an. 
Angel of light* For as the mofi noble Cnatnri 
engendred, is m<^ loatbfome and bafe in bis 
corruption : So is the untrue fr^ence and colonr 
of Piety and Religion (things of tbemfehes of 
chiefefi price and: exeeSwey ) tie^moft dangemom 
fnare, and deadly dart, that Sathan canfiioot 
MUcdiiavel. f^rtb* lie frofbane PoUtich of our J^ couU 
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cifervei T^^t jhew of Piety and Religi&n upoi 
the readiefi andfurtfi way to blind and fedme a 
multitude. If then this Imp of his emld mark 
it, fhaU we^doubt, but that Sathan bimfelf, tbi 
Forger of aB Subtiltiesy can fee it, and accord-^ 
ingly alfo fut it in fraBiee ? Tea, he bath put in 
i^re this mojt dangeron^ Device, not only in this 
\ASion (wbererf vt^e entreat) done in our lat€ 
fight and knowledge, by his feduced Infiruments, 
William Hacket, Edmund Coppinger, and 
Henry Arthington j but at fundry other times 
klfo, by other his like FaSors , fince the lafi re- 
newing of the Goff el, begun in Germany, in our 
Fathers days. One or two of the mofi ntemora^ 
ble of which Examples recorded in Hiftory, it (hall 
not (I trufi) be amifs to compare with thefe late 
Attempts and ABions ; both that the one and the 
other may be better known, and avoided here^ 
after ^ and that the efficacy of this firong iBu" 
fion may more fruitfully be weighed and conj^ 
dered. 

In Military InfiruSions it is prefcribed, not to PolytausiQ 
ufe a Stratagem twice together in one Age, for Stratag. 
fear of over-freflj remembrance, and th^eby <f ' 
prevention. Therefore Sathan an old Leader, 
^ight not in his great Policy, fofoon after, have 
again affayed this VraBice Jo like (in moJt points) 
to the former in Germany, had he not ftrfeBh 
known (by experience) the effcaty and rare work-^ 
ing thereof, and therefore did repofe in it, an ef^ 
fecial cof^lidence forraifing of Tamuk^ Jhedding ef 
Blood, and overthrow of States.

Preachers with their (ad looks ^ frequent -^^''^ ^*^ ^ 
fighs abroad) long and vehement conceived ^flMLdBc^ 
Prayers, bitter arid plain Invedives in pri- ctepafttcsi P9. 
vate, and privy depraving in publick, of the %, andsrt 
Laws and Policy Ecclefiaftical, joined with ^'J'^ advancing 
their ufual Speeches, befides fundry infamous /^f^^'oift^^ 
Libels and other Pamphlets fpread already, piine. 
for advancing that Government (Which they 
ftrangely term 755^ Difapljne ) may feem fo 
to have inflamed thefe two Perfons, as that 
they thought this Difeipline a worthy Subje<fl 
whereupon they fliiould fpend moft of their 
Adions and Cogitations. 

Their minds being thus prepared, it hap- s^ng preach^ 
pened that fome Preachers of this Difeipline ers ^fth DiC 
were begun to be proceeded with in theC'P^in«^<»r^- 
moft honourable Court of Star-chamber, a- '^^^^^^^'^ 
bout the fame time that this Coppinger ( by \^'^ *"*" 
means of one Giles Wtggintm) came acquaint- Coppinger 
ed with Wtlliam Hacktt, the third Ador and l^'ought m> 
chief Setter forth of this Tragedy. ^^^^^^ ?;'^* 

Concerning the faid Wiggmton ( becaufe w^gglntwi 4 
this alio tendeth to the better underftanding puritdmeai 
of the whole Adion) he was born ^r bred ^^w'/^^r rf 
up in Oundel in NorthaMptonJhire ( where ^!^^^^ 
Hacket dwelt) and he often reforted into ^^ ^ 
that Country by that occafion. He was not 
long fmce a Minifter 3 and Vicar of 5eV- ' 
herghe and Dent in the North parts, but for Wiggintort 
his intolerable Infolences and Contempts a- ftme time p^* 
galnft Laws, and the Peace of the Church, ^^ ^» '*^ 
was both deprived of that his Benefice, and S^« Ji 
depofed from his Miniftry by Authority of ^^^^/ ^ 
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her Majtftfs Commiflioti for Caufes feccl^^ 
llaftical, a man (by report of fuch as know 
him beft, and favour him hbt a little) wbofe 
zeal never came behind knowledge, nor 
bold-hardy foft-wardnefs^ at any time went 
aft^r difccetion in him. 

This Hacket had (J welt a)fo by a lorig tpace 
in Oundely where firft he Jerved one Mafter 
Htiffey^ an Efquire, by the fpacq of ten Years J 
and after, for ibme time, he ferved Sir Tho^ 
mas Trejljam, Knight : He was a notable 
bragging and quarelfomeFellow,yet thoughc 
in truth to be but a very recreant Daftard. 

He long together ufed one lewd, and un* 
godly pradige , which was to relbrt unto 
Sermons ( of pi^rpofe) to gibe, mock, and 
carp at them ; And having a good Memory 
( which was the only commendable part in 
him) he ufed in fcoffing. manner to preacb 
over again in Alehoufes the Sermons that he 
had heard, moft infifting and fporting him- 
felf and others at fuch Paifages thereof which 
pleafed him leaft, or whereat he imagined 
any likely matter of deriding might be ga- 
thered. 

Whilft thus he ferved Mafter Hnffey, he 
obtained ( by his Matter's countenance >. 
the marriage of one Morem^s Widow, of 
reasonable Subfianoe , baung alfo a good 
Farni in that Town. But he follow- 
ing loofe and licentious Company , and an 
idle courfe of life, without labour or indu- 
ftry either to get or fave, lewdly and rio-- 
roufly raifpent and wafted in (hort fpace all 
fter GoocfsV Ic 
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It fell fo put, that at length he pretended Pretended 
froh> a Faftjt or an Jtheifiy to be converted frorn a Papifii 
to Religion and knowledge of the truth : "[ ^^"^ ^' 
Ac what time he grew to be of f^miltir and %:^;^ 
inward acquaintance with the taid Giles intimately ac 
tVt^inton , and was an cfpecial Follower ^uainted mtk 
ana Difciple of his, both at publick Sermons Wiggmtpn. 
and private Convetiticles. Of late times he 
was alfo coriforted in Partnerfhip of Malt*, 
making with TVigginton : Their grc*c ac- 
quaintance and familiarity may appear by a^ 
Letter fent from Hacket unto him, the third; 
of March laft , and by hi^ lending unto, 
jflacket of ten Pounds : The Superfcriptica 
is. To the fVorJhfpful Minifter of Gcd's IVor^'^ 
M. Giles Wigginton at Newgate. In the. 
Letter thus he writeth : M. Wigginton, / 
dtpre to cemmtifjicate my Spirit at large with yoUy 
but I know not your Keeper. And in the end 
^hereof, thus : Good M. Wigginton make my 
found heart known to Mafter Cartwright, Ma^ 
fter Snape, Majler Udall, Ma/hr Lord, &c. 

By his andfuch others (like affedcd mens) <3rf» ^/^ 
InftruaioDS and Example of life and beha- '^/^'J^^'^r 
viour^ he fo profited, that in fliort fpace he RMifr%ginfi 
proved one that profeiTed wkh the forward^ the ls»s snd 
eft, and pradifed with the frowardeft. For Orders ffth^ 
felling as Fools do, from one extremity to ^^^h 
another. Qui dum vitant vitia^ in contraria 
durrunfy he grew to a moft infolent, proud, 
and contemptuous difdain of all Preachers 
and others whomfoever, that flew not his 
pitch, or lay not to the level of his pretend- 
^ zeaU B^c moil gladly, and with greate(i 
L 5 ' feHcit){ 
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felicity that might be , he pfed to fpettd his 
mouth largely in Invedives, Railings and 
Contumelies againft Biihops and other Go- 
vernors of the Church, and alfo againft the 
Laws, Orders, and whole Government Ec- 
clefiaftical , not fticking ( as was probably 
fufpeAed ) to procure alfo fundry lewd in- 
famous Libels againft them and other 
Preachers, &c. to be framed and fet up 
thereabouts. 
Defpiftdthe His deteftation of Ecclcfiaftical Orders 
T09n'hnni/hr commanded was fo great, that he could not 
/#r htsdnfor. g^dure to frcquent the Sermons which R^j 
^*^' the Minifter of that Town did preach, be- 

caufe he feemed to him a little more confor- 
mable in ibme few matters (by Authority 
eitabliflied ) than Hacket liked of. Where* 
fore on Sabboth days Hacket ufualJy did refprt 
to a Place a Mile off called Stoke ( where 
the Minifter fitted his Humour better) in 
company of ibme of like ftrain to himfelf,and 
of certain light idle Qoifips, whereof ibme 
of the fincereft were faid ^to love and like 
him {o little, as that ihe could oft-times be 
content to take the Meat off his Trencher, 
which he had cut lor himielf, and to eat it 
sUghttd the up from him. But wheoibever this devpuc 
Divini Set' Flock 6ame fo near to Stoke Churchy as th^ 
'vw^- might perceive the Minifter tp be yet at Di- 

vine Service and Prayer j then they uied tp 
ftay abroad and reft tbemfelves in the Green 
Churchyard there ( without going into the 
Church) until they heard the Pf4lin b^i^ 
before Sermon, for fear left they ihould fee 
polluted by thofe Prayers. One 
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One moft memorable Prank ( above o- 
thers) was plaid in Oundtl by Hacket^ which 
i$ renowned far and near for the unmanly 
bfOtHlioers of it. Ic happened char M.Huf 
fijt his Mafter fell at debate, and was offend'* 
tod with one Preckit^ham an Artificer of the 
Town. This Fr^ckingbam had a Son which 
was a Schoolmafter, who (as in nature he 
was bound ) did take part with his Father. 
Now Hoicket meeting this Schbolmaft^r in 
an Aiehoufe or Inn, did lovingly (as feez- 
ed) (kaify unto him how forry he was^ that 
there mould be any breach betwixt his Ma« 
fier and htm the laid Schoolmaster , enter- 
taining him ( that fufpeidled no Treachery) 
with fuch|;ood Speeches, till (pying an ad- 
vantage, he fo graiped bodi Fr£ckifigbam his 
Arms, as that he might eafily hold him, and 
throw turn ro the ground.

, Upon confidence of which Spirit and 
Gifts in himfelf, in Places of his refort^ 
with an intemperate and fanatical boldnefs, ^^/j^ f^andtu 
(even as if he had liiflScient warrant for it) caihidneftiih 
he dared oftentimes to utter moft vile, lewd, ^^^'^htumi 
and feditiou^ Speeches both of the Queen's ^I^^^^ly^ 
Majefiyy and of certain the greateft Subjecfts ei^^^^ j^es ' 
whom he thpught to be hinderers of his 
Pradicesi Which his Outrages being once 
or twice brought unto the Ears of certain 
in Authority in. N<?rrA^wpr(w/fcir^ , and elfe* 
where (not fufficiently acquainted with the! ^ 

firange Humours of fuch Anabaptiftical ^'u 
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zards and Fanatical Se<^ries ) and perhapal 
unwilling to let his words be drawn fo far 
againft him , as fhey joftly might ; they 
were therefore content to attribute them t& 
(bme (pice of phrenfy in him^ and in thae 
quality to be correAed^ rather than to coii- 
ftrue them to have proceeded from any let- 
led and advifed malice , as the event hath 
fince made molt manifeft they did. For in 
the whole courfe befides of other the 
Speeches and A^ons of his Life, both be- 
fore and after > no alienation of mind or 
madnels could be noted in him. 

At 6ne of the times that he was brought 
in queftion for his Seditious, and indeed 
Treafonable Speeches , it happened that he 
was convented before that honourable 
Counfelier Sir fVaker Mildmay , who com- 
manded him (for more fafegard) to be 
watched the night before he was to be con- 
veyed to Northampton Gaol^ at what time 
the counterfeit dilTembling Wretch willed 
his Wife to let him lie alone in the Chamber 
that was to be watched, for that he had to 
confer with one that would come unto him 
that night : Infmuating unto her, as if he 
were to have at that time fome fpecial Con- 
ferences with God, or fome Angel. Where^ 
upon it was ftraighcway blown abroad there- 
abouts amongft the credulous multitude of 
thole, that either favoured him for fuppofed 
Z^l, or feared him for Sorceries, that (al- 
beit there were no Candles ufed) yet there 
was a great light (that night) feen Ihining 

in 
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in bis Chamber r ib tha( by this Tale the 
erroneous Opinions afore conceived of \Am, 
were greatly encreafed. 

After he had lien in Northampm Gaol a 
good fpace , and was^ c<>nie unto his Trial 
(in the ablence of Sar Wabtr from thence ) 
the tDatter is thought to have been fo hand- 
led by fome (who in favour of his forward- 
nefe,^ would needs interpret his Felonies to 
be but Follies ) as that ( no Evidence be- 
ing given againft him) he was (KfrnifTed for 
that pull ; upon Bond entred for his apjiear^ 
ance, when he (houtd be called for again.

Their acquaintance was wrought in dik ^ Account 
manner , as Hackit teftifieth in that Dif. thereof out of 
courfe (which they ftice tall fiaoyt's Hifto^ S^^^ a ^^ 
ty enlarged) endited by himfelf, written by thmgton'J 
Cofpingtr , and afterward copied oat feir by Prophepes. 
ArtSifigtwt^ as it fliould have gone to the Both »i 
Prefs, bring annexed to -?^rfA/>srgto7j'i Prophefy.fi^'P^^^ 
For there it is faid : Tbat the Lard brought 
Hacket to Londofi ( about the beginning of 
Ea[ter Term laft) to fee what would he Jont 
againft Job Throgmorton, and partly to reckon 
with M. Wigginton about the waking of waif 

between 
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^etv>een them together : At what time Wiggilt- 
ton faidy That there was a Gentleman in the 
X^ityy a 'vtrj good man ; but Hacket ( as the 
L0rd knemth) did not think that there had been 
cne godly man in the Land\ and fisppojed' the 
Twelfth Tfalm belonged to this time. When Wig^ 
ginton was defcribing the Man, and the matter 
that he was entring into 3 viz. that the Man 
whom he Jpoke of, had a meffage to fay to hit 
Sovereign y concerning fome fraSice intended a^ 
gainfi hevy from dealing wherein] the Freaehefs 
in London had TwmderfuUy difcouraged him: 
then Hackee anfweted thus : Did you fo alfof 
No, faith Wigginton : Then [aid Hacket^ en- 
tourage him in any wife : for what knew you 
what matter it is he hath to fay ? Hereupon 
Wigginton fint for the faid Edmund Coppin- 
ger to come to the Counter to /peak with him } 
who (by God's Providence) came forthwith, and 
Wigginton wiBed them to take acqunintance one 
bftbe other, ajfuring Coppinger that he knew 
Hacket to be a man truly fearing God, andfuch 
a Perfon, as by whofe Conference God might mi- 
nijfer fome contort to Coppinger : Whereupon 
they two, (vix^Cop^mgttandVLzckQi) went 
from thence prefently unto HsLCktt^s Chamber, at 
the Sign of the Caftle without Stnichfield-Bars : 
So foon as they were entred the Chamber, Cop- 
pinger dejired that before any fpeech (hould pafs 
between them, they might firfi pray to God t^e^ 
ther, which they did : Hacket Jpeaking to the 
Lord firfi ^ jifter which Prayer, Coppinger 
delivered unto Hacket^ how he had been very 
firartgely and extraordinarily moved by God to go

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fo her Majefi/y and to teU her plainly, that the 
LorJ^s pleajure was , that fhe mult ( %/ith all 
fpeed) reform her f elf , her Famly, the CoiTiiKon^ 
'wealth, and the Church : And that the Lord had 
further told hiht , by what means all the fame 
fhould be done ; but that Stent he would rtot 
then deliver unto Hacket. Then Cdppinger 
alfo frayed unto God, dejiring him, if he would 
ie with bim^ and bUfs that Bufinejs (which he 
had committed to his charf^e) that thin he would 
both fumifh him with Gifts fit for fo weighty an 
ASlion, and knit the heart of Hacket -^W his (h 
iogetber,as D^vid'/ ^^w^Jotiathan'i^Mdfes^ and 
Aaron'/ : For anfwer hereof, Hacket took fur^ 
ther time tiU the morning , at which time in the 
doming (a Tfayer being firfi made ) Hacket 
laid all the hordes bufinejs (Ti^hich v)as fo he done 
by himfelf) upon Coppinger'i back; telling him 
the Lord bad appointed, him to it, and would 
fiand witbJbim in it.- Thus far in this Point 
goeth that Difcourfe. 

But long before this time of their two 
firft Acquaintances^ Coppinger (upon his re- 
turn forth of Kent, in Michaelmas Term faft) 
had fignified unco Atthington^ and to ov\t

(both being of hjs familiar Acquaintaince^ ,. 
and whom he had requefted to fail and pray Coppinfcir 
with him , for fuccefs in obtaining a Wi- ^^^^^^ ^* ^ 
dow) that Godbadfhewedhim, the [at d Gbp- ^Z'eld!7

refufed : All they by fuch Repentance j mean- 
ing and underftanding ( as it (eemeth) the 
ere<aing of their fanciful Difdphne. For 
this Phrafe being ufual with them in Con- 
ferences of this matter , he thereby fuffici- 
ently declared his mind to them, and they 
well underftood what was meant^ without 
furth ^r ado. 

N )W it had been inconvenient that Cop- 
finger (hould all this while conceal this My- 
ftery ( which he imparted unto them, and 
after to Hacket ) from IVigginton , who 
brought them acquainted together, unto 
whom he fo oft relbrted , and (b highly 
above all other Preachers efteemed, for his 
refolute dealings in Go£s matters ^ as he terms 
them ; whom he alfo after advouched unto 
Arthingtofn^ as an irrefragable Wicnefs to be. 
perfuaded by , that would juftify the truth 
of Hacket's Torments , and whom he alfo 
knew more often buHed for attaining of 
that Difcipline ( which himfelf alfo laboured 
for) than perhaps for Heaven it felf. And 
you fee that he had accordingly done it3 
fVigginton not difcouraging him therein. 

This Propofition fo made by Coppingery 
Arthington faith, that he and Lancafter mijli* 
kedy as a matter impoffibk by Coppioger to be

Ifind every day more and more comfort : And 
Jtippofcy that there if fomewhat in mcy which my

Affgilin a Vifion, . to l^nify great Vengeance, 
from God upon the whole Realm, ,for cer- 
tain great Enormities by Kimfelf ( in ano- 
ther man's peVfon ) bhti?uly and feditioufly 
fiirhiircd. So that hescby it appearcath, that 
l¥tgginton is the fildnced Preacher, meant by 
. Cofpirgtr in the former Letter, who refolvcd

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who confented to faft and pray with him 
and others, for a Seal, &c. of fuch Calling;

In his folliciting the Preachers to take 
trial of his Gifts and extraordinary Calling, 
it appeareth he ufed fome more plainnell, 
without much dtfguifing of the quality of 
ehe Action , which be intended, and Itke^ 
wife how faintly he was diicouraged from it 
by them. For in a Letter of his unto 71 L. 
written the 29th of January laft, he report- 
eth, that Af. E. (a Treacher) mofi Chrifiianfy, rhe pieatlkrf 
wifely y and kvingly perfuaded him to he careful advife him to 
and circumffeB over himfelf: To take heed lefi Cauthnj but 
be were deceived by the fubtilty of Satan, and J^T ^l^T 
fo mifled ; wbereb/ be Light ^Jdanger himfelf IZ'e !«, 
both for bis Liberty ^Efiate and Credit ^ andalfo 
be an bmderanee to the great Caufe, which he 
would feem to be mofi deftroue to further •y but jsjote. 
witbaly the faid M.£. eonduded, that he would 
be loath to quench the Spirit of God inhim^ or to 
binder his Zeal. 

About this time and matter , Coppinger 
writ aMb another Letter 10 T^C which

firmly believed Hacket^ that he told his own 
Man Emerfiny how Hacket being imprifbned, 
the Bolts would ( often ) fall off his heels 
miraculoufly. 

But for proof that fuch incredible Tor- 
ments were indeed fuffered by Hacket, he 
appealed herein to fome of the Nobility, 
and to divers others both of worfhip and 
good credit. This did Coppinger further con- Coppinger 
firm unto Arthington^ faying, that Matter ^»^ Wiggin- 
Wigginton alfo did juftify the truth of the ;^",^f //

do it with a hundred honeft Witneffes more, tended 7^« 
if need required.

fo once heard Wiggintan pitimlly tell ,«how 
great and extreme Torments Hacket bad en* 
dured. 

But 
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But being asked by them , why he was 
{o tormented^ and how thefe could tend to 
prove the Golpel to be the only true Reli- 
gion ? Racket anfwered them thus : That 
his Tormentors ( the better to colour their 
lewd purpofes and malice ) gave out and 
furmifed him to be out of his wits, bat the 
truth was (faid he) that being once at Ta- 
ble with one G. H, an obftinate Papift^ and 
Hacket*/ reafoning which was the true Religion C I 
firgnge way u defending this which we now profeG to be 

gionsgatnfi^' amongft Other Speeches, I protefted upon 
Pffery, &c. my Damnation, that this was the truth, and 
withal prayed , that I might (ink preiently 
- down into Hell, if it was not fo : And that, 
if he the faid G. H. would fay fo much for 
his Religion, if he did not fink prefently in- 
to Hell, then would I take Poperjf^ to be the 
true Religion. But he refufing fo to do, and 
being greatly moved thereby againft me, 
complotted with a Knight (a neer Kinfraan 
of his) and with another Gentleman (being 
a Papift) and with fundry others, who found 
fuch means, as that they procured Devils to 
be raifcd. Sorcerers , Witches and Enchanr 
ters (all which (faid he) I know and can 
name, and mind one d^y, to help to burn 
them) to work upon my Body, with intent 
fo make me call back my faid words of pro- 
teftation, concerning the truth of this Reli- 
gion, which if I )vould not do (faid they) 
iaiut could endure the Torments that they 
would inflia, then they all would be of my 

Religion, 
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keligion^ and would make ttiQ.Empem over 
all Europe. 

This Tale to them that had minds afore msTaUcrih 
prepared^ and took' Hacket by realbn of his dited. 
moft earneft Proteftations^ Prayers, ihcw of 
zeal pretended^ favour wkh God, and fuch 
like, to be a man chat would not tell an un- 
truth for all the world, feemed no way un- 
probable, or to be difcrediced : So that the(b 
three principal Adors having as well among 
chemtelves , as with others^ often conferred 
hereabouts ( both by word and writing ) 
were by the midft of Trinity Term become 
moft refolute ^ for the advancing of tii^r 
defignments.

" cutioi? ^gainft' condemned Perfons for 
" Crimes capita) or fmaller, until her Ma- 
" iefty flight have account given of the 
'^ caufe of his fo doing : That lue might b? 
'^ pardoned for fo bold ^n Attempt, if in 
" over-ip,uch fear of danger to her Sacred 
^^ Perfon, he had, or afterward ftpyld go 
*^ too far, and not efFed that in the end, 
^' which he hopecj tq do : And laftly, That 
*^ this matter n^ight be concealed from aH 
" mjen. But the faid honourable Perfonage 
finding this to be ^n unlikely and ftrange 
Courfe to be yielded unto (as may be ga- 
thered by the Anfwer, and by the other Let- 
ters ) direAed him to a more found way, 
aiiz.. To learn firft the grounds perfedly, to 
acquaint none other with the matter, and 
mfecondlet' todoic fpeedily.Hereupon the 8th of the faid 
ter t9 them Jufi'^^ he addiefTcd another Letter to the fame 
Hack^tV^- P^'^f^^^gCa^ocIofing therein a Letter written 
tlofed ; am' ^o him from Hackety and dated the laft day of 
nsMting him t9 Miy^ and another Letter of his own to her 
dotheUr£s MAjefty, to have beeq delivered unto her 
bufmefs. Highnefs. His Letter to the faid honoura- 

ble Perfonage, is to commend the Writer of 
that Letter inclofedj not naming him, (for

i^nA the Name of O^nJell from whence ic 
came) as a Man able and willing to do her 
Majefty fome principal fervice, to offer 
their attendances to come before her Maje- 
fty, and to yrge the delivery of the Letters, 
for that the matter C he faid) admitted no 
4elay$. The Letter from Hadet is nothing 
but att inciting and animating of Coppingeno 
jperform theLprd's bufinefs (he bad in han^) 
by many holy and devout words and hypo- 
critical j^U^'^ons to certain Stories of the 
Scripture. Cofpingers Letter to her Majefly C:op|rfngetf 
xpmnie^deth the Jnditer of that inclofed, hds^th& 
for a Man beloved of Qod, and fearing him ^l^ ''^ 
unfeignedly, and one enabled (by God) to ^nffkthugtt 
do her Highnefs fome fpeciai fervice : He uhirPrtftntH 
alfo humbly defiretb thereby, that they two fritaiding 
might appear before her own Princely Per- ^^[^^^^^ 
fon, in the prcfence only of two certain -''^'^'' 
Lords, and one La^y* But the faid hghou* 
rable Perfpnage fent Hacket's Letter again 
unto Coffipgevy as of no moment for tha$ 
purpofe, and flayed the delivery of his Let- 
ter to her Majejtyy till fome particular intel- 
ligence might be had , tp be lirft delivqred 
to her Highnefs. The fame day Copfwgsr 
ajfo writ two feveral Letters to the fame two 
Lords, in whofe prefence he and Hacket de- 
fiVed to come before her Majefiy, and to de- 
liver their Intelligence j this he did tp ad- 
vertife them heredF aforehand.

Thefe Papers Wigginton ( by the means 
and help of one Brown) procured privily to 
be printed at Whitfontide laft, and being ex- 
amined touching them by her Majefty's 
Council and others, heconfeffed, That they 
were all to be fent to Women, the weaker 
Veffels : viz,, to Miftrefs L. Miftrefs B. and 
to I know not how many Miftreffes, by 
them to be difperfed abroad ; to the intent, 
that every one (to whom they might come) 
Ihould conceive of them as the Spirit (hould 
move them. And Hacket alfo confeffed, 
that a part of certain Writings which TVig- 
ginton and Coppinger framed, was, that a 
Clown Might teach a King to wear a Crown, 

Now that PPigginton held intelligence in 
thefe matters with the Confpirators , and 
that there was muttial and ordinary corret 
pondence betwixt him and them in all Plots 
for advancing of their Difcipline per fas & 
nefas (befides that which in this behalf hath 
been touched afore ) is made alfo manifeft 
by the confeflion Qf Arthington^ who faith^^ 

That 
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That about the ijth of July, or not long 
before, he heard Racket finging of certain 
Songs, who then wiflied that Artbingtm had 
alfp fome of them : For it was a very fpecial 
thing, and (faid he) M. Wiggington hath a 
great many of them.

fors, of whom cTcry honeft mah nevertheiefi 
is pei-faaded, that they deteft both thefe and 
i!l othet fuch Vile, Seditious and Fanatical 
Perfohs and Courfes. 

Coppifiger (not long afore their rifing as it 
feemeth) penned a Letter to have been fent 
to the one of the aforefaid honourable Per- 
fortages. In this Letter he chargeth a great CoppJngcr 
and worthy Coufifelldr ( ufing only his ChrifH'- thargeth two 
an Name and Sirname) that be, tognher mtb ^^^ ^VT 
his beffifh and infefHal CofnpaftioHs (fof fo ^^ Tr^Jfm. 
faveth ) bad CDf^mitted Treafon in the bigbe/l' 
digret againfi bet Majefly. He defireth that 
hondurable Perfonage to efFeA, that the faid 
CounfeHor, binijelf^ and two others of the Lards 
Mt^engersjmay he brought before the Queen's Ma-- 
jefiy J and if be be not proved a Trajtor to God 
and her, then kt me (faith he ) for nty Pride 
and Prefumption, be banged at the Court Gates. 
Then he exclaimeth againft anbther great 
Counfellor ( terming him but by his bare 
Name likewife) to whom he had fent Let- 
ters and Copies to have been (hewed to her 
Majefty, and there (heweth himfelf greatly 
ofFetided >#ith him j becaufe he was not (as 
he hoped) brought to het Royal prefencej Nott. 
adding thus thereto, but he and the fejt (faith 
he) pfkr Hoicked CounfeBorsj and ungodly Ma^ 

gifirates. 
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gifiratesj JhaU be fcrctd to acknowledge , Vfbat 
they are worthy to have ; the Lord fardm their 
Soulsy for in their outward man they wufi be pii- 
mfjhed^ though they repent : And a little afcer^ 
thus ; / do advife aJfo that every one of her 
Council be commanded to keef their Houfe or 
Chamber, for fear of fiir or danger: Then he 
doth appoint to her Majefiy a new Council, 
advifing that WigginCon (a man in more fa'- 
vour ( he faith ) with God , than any man of 
hfs Calling whatfotver) be commanded to be near 
her Highnefsj to fray to GodyOr to preach privately^ 
By the like refolute vein Artbivgton alio 
chargeth the faid Counfellor as deeply, and 
upon the like and greater penalty to himfelf, 
in a Supplication penned by him to have 
been fent to her Majefiy. But I will give 
you a tafte how frivoloufly, and upon what 
fond Proofs he groundeth his Accufation, to 
the end it may appear, that this was but a 
colourable Pretence , wherein they repofed 
no great furety of fuccefs, but hoped at 
length thereby to have brought themfelves 
and Hacket to her Majefty's prefence. The 
iiTue he tendereth is this. That if in her Mor 
je/iyj prefence he prove not the faid Counfellor to 
be the mcfi danger^im Enemy that was difcovere4 
fifice her Highnefs^s Reign, then let his Body and

But if he fee me leaf uf for 
jojy as one that hath difcovered him to be a Traj* 
tor J then if be dare fall doum in like firt, and 
make the fame Trayer^ that the like Vengeance 
may fall ufon himfelf, if he befo deefly guiRy as I 
have charged him ; and if God's Vengeance fall 
not ufon him before he defart out of her frefence, 
let me be hanged, drawn and quartered^ for la- 
bouring to impeach a Counfellor s Credit ; but if 
be dare not thfts enter the lifis with me before her 
Majefty^ let him be bolden guilty. 

Their laft and moft damnable Defigntnent i^dr ufi Di» 
of all , was the deprivation of her Sacred fign was the 
Majefty from her Crown and Dignity, and f^firuBiM of 
Che deftruftion of her Royal Perfon, whom '*' ^^''"• 
the Eternal God (in mercy) long preferve, 
to the confufion of all Seditious Wretches her 
Enemies of all (brts. 

The very particular and principal means 
how thefe devililh Purpofes were meant to 
be efFeded by them , Arthington now faith, 
that they were not opened unto him ; pre- 
tending, that though the other two feemed 
willing to have imparted fome of their Se- 
crets unto him,yet himfelf was always unwil* 
ling to hear any of them. But for the fpecial 
means that Cof finger had plotted to bring the

they would keep to themfelve?, apd were fo

So 
that (by their Opinions) itskilleth not what 
be attempted, or done againft all others^ be* 
ing but a^ Heathens and Paynims^ or at 
leaft Idolaters. 

Thus much (with their fediuous Purpole^ 7S&«> SedUiws

Hacket on a time recounting up untd thd 
Other twb his Torments (which he pretend* 
ed to have endured) told^ how (amongft 
others) one F^ a Preacher did fb beat hini 
with Rods at a place in HartfcrJJhire, (whilft 
he lay bound th^re in a Sink- hole) that thi^ 
coft him the (aid Hacket more dear, than all

This pleafed Basket fo exceedingly wtll, 
as that he began highly to efteetn of Ar^ 
ibingtm^ and hereby the rather he thought 
good 9 that ArthtMgton (hould be made ac- 
quainted with their Letters. For about ted 
days before their rifing ( Arthingtm faith) 
that Coppinger did greatly importune him to

'' That Cbri^ then (hewed him hjs Wifdom

^* Ano further (hewed him the Man that 
^^ ihduid fit on qhrilt\ Right hand, to judge 
^^ both the quick and the dead , whofe 
'^ Mame hp well knoweth : That then he 
'^ made his Petitio£i unto the Lord ^ whd 
^' anfwered him by a Voice, thus. What ha

*' How (by the extremity of his Torments>

Thirdly, 
Tlieir lewd and malepert imputation of her 
Majefty\ Honour to be blemiftied^ and af- 
firming flie \v^^as undone, though it had been 
no more , were matters of that quality, that

have either concealed , or fo lightly pafTed 

4. over as he did. Fourthly , It is probable, 
that Hacket meant rather to have Mattocks 
turned into Spears , than contrariwife j for 
I fee no peaceable means that was thought 

f . on by them. Fifthly, We may obferve that 
here is a Reformation moved, which upon 
pain of damnation muft be undertaken, and 
that with all fpeed ; even Nowy (they fay) 
wherein others befide the Queen have their 
parts to perform in ereding of it j fome 
whereof have aJfo extraordimry Gifts and 
Callings to run in that courfe of Reforming ; 
an^ IVigginton (being yet a Prifoner, but 
belike put in hope of fpeedy deliverance by 
their means) is ap|)ointed a principal Affi* 
ftant to them j yea, and is made privy un- 
to (bme matter, for which Racket thought 
he was not unHke to be afterward fought 
for, and which he kn^w might be dange- 
rous unto him, had he been fuch a man, as 
any Ma^iftrate , Ptmifliment ot Danger 
might hare difmayed, and yet not fought 
to be revealed by tVsggintmnnto Siny ]sAz^^ 
Urate, till upon has examination it was found

out. Laftly, I obferve * the Coggery of the 6i 
Keporter, or. elfe the lewd lying arid con* 
tradition to himfelf of that wretched Se- 
ducer Hacket. For in his Anfwer to the fifth 
and fixth Articles , he knows no degrees of 
glory in Heaven ; and yet in his Anfwer to 
the eighth , he affigneth more honour and 
higher places in Heaven unto fome few that 
are the rhdfi fofOfard y than he doth unto 
bthers. 

But let us go on with the Narration of 
the principal AAion, interrupted by occa- 
fion of the Conferences4iad with Wtgginm, 
and of his report of them. 

^^ From Wiggintons Lodging the faid Cof- Hacfcet% hU 
^^ finger and Artbington came direftly to^^^^^^^^^ 
'^ Hacket*s Chamber iii Walkers Houfe at 
Broken Wharf y and there found the Beaft 
in Bed after Eight of the Clock : Where 
being enflamed ( they fay) with zeal out 
of all meafure, Coppinger began to pray at 
the Bed's feet, and Jr things on joined with 
" him J wherein they ftood much upon 
^^ their own unworthinefs, &c. but yet of- 
[[ fered their obedience to do as the Lord 
(hould dire6t them by his Spirit , having 
already done fo much as was enjoined 
them. Whereupon Hacket came out of 
his Bed, and prayed with them in his 
^ Shirt twice, that the Spirit might dire(9fc 
^' them , and they likewife obey the fame 
*^ in all things, to the glory of God only.. 
^^ After Hacket's latter Prayer, Copm^er of- 
R '' fered 
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^^ fcred to go on in Ws Prayer, but theDe- 
^^ vilifli Spirit moved Arthington to interrupt 
^^ hliQ, and to charge him in the Name of 
^^ the Lord; Jefus to arife and anoint the 
^^ King wi^i the Holy Ghoft. Whereupon 
^^ Ci?^p/>ifer.ftraigkwfy rofe up, and three 
^^ titles kiflfed t^^ Boards under his feet, ri- 
^^ fing up after everjf tkne^ and making 
^^ gre^t reverence with bowed knee ; and 
*^ after the third time he came towards 
^^ Hacked as he lay in his Bed, who put out 
" his h^d, and took c;<^ffivgcr by the baad> 
BUfpbeny. '^ ^lld faid , Ton JhaS no^ netd to anoint mty 
^^ for I have been already awifited in Heav^ by 
^^ the Holy Ghoft himfelf. Then Cofpinger ask- 
^^ ed him, what his pleafure was to be done, 
*^ Go your way hoik ( laid he , as Arthington 
^^ reports) ^»i tell tbepi in the C/(/, that Chrift 
^^ y^f^ is come 'with his Fan in his band to 
^^ j^^e^ ^^^ Earthp ^^nd if any man ask you 
^^ where he is , tel^ them be lies at Walker'x 
" Houffi by Broken 'Wharf: and if they will 
^^ not believe it , let them come and kill me^ if 
^^ they can j for ai truly as Chrift Jefmis in He^" 
^^ ven, fo truly is he come to judge the WMrldi 
^^ Then Qoppinger faid it fiiould be done forth- 
^^ with J and thereuppn went forward, and 
- ^^ 4rthington folIowM^ fo readily the faid Tro^ 
*^ fhet of Mercy y tliat heliad no leifure to take 
^^ his Gloves with him , and ere Arthingtcn 
could get down the Stairs, Cofpingtrhad 
begun (in the Houfe below) to proclaim 
^^ News from Heaven of exceeding great 
l[ Mercy : That Chrift Jejtss was come, &c. 
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^^ as above is faid, with whom Arthhigton al- 
^^ fo cried the fame words aloud, following 
^^ him along the Streets from thence by 
^^ Watlitjg-fireet and Old Change , towards 
^^ Cbeaffide^ they both adding beyond their ' 

^^ Commiffion , thefe words , Repent Eng- 
^^ land , Rtpent. But furely either their 
" Commiffion was delivered , them (at one 
^^ time or other) more latrgely than the one 
^^ of them now reporteth; or elfe they went 
^^ beyond and exceeded it in many other 
^^ material Points befides this. For after 
*^ they both had thus come ( with mighty 
^^ concourfe of the common multitude as to 
^^ fucb a novelty of hearing two new Pro- 
^[ phets in thele days arifen was likely) with 
^^ an uniform cry into Cheaj>fide near unto 
^^ the Crofs : and there finding the throng 
^^ and prefs of People to engreafe about 
^^ them, in fuch fort as that they could not 
^^ well pafs further, nor be conveniently 
^^ heard of them all, as they defired ; there- 
^^ fore they got them up into an empty Cart 
^^ which flood there, and out of that choife 
^^ Pulpit C fur fuch a purpofe ) made their 
^^ lewd and traiterous preachment unto the 
[^ People : wherein they flood not only up- 
*^^ on the words of their former cry, but (fd 
^^ near as I could learn from fo common an 
^^ Auditory, and in fo confufed an Action) 
*^^ they reading fomething out of a Paper, 
^^ went more particularly over the Office 
^^ and Calling of Hacket; how he reprefent- 
^^ cd Cbrifi, by partaking a part of his glo- 
R 2 ^^ rifted 
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^^ rifi^d Body ; by his principal Spirit, and 
*^ by the Office of fevering the Good from 
" the Bad with his Fan in his hand , and of 
^ *^ eftablifhing the Gofpel in Eurofe (which 
'^ as it feetneth they took to be all the 
*^ World, or elfe fuppofed, that all Europe 
*' did profefs Cbrijlianity) and of bringing in 
*^ that Difctplue which they fo often babble 
*^ of, and which they mean by the term of 
" Refcrmationy and the boly Caufe : That he 
, ^' was now come, and all thefe things were 
^^ prefently to be performed by him, telling 
^' alfo the People where they faw him , 
" where he lay and remained : That they 
*' were two Trophers^ the one of Mercy , the 
" other of Ju-lgme^ct^ fent, and exiraordina- 
^' rily called by God to affift him in this great 
'^ Work, and were Witnefles of thefe things: 
^^ confirming the fame upon their own Sal - 
*^ vation, and wifliing themfelves confound - 
*^ ed and damned for ever, if thefe things 
" they fpoke, were not true. And there- 
" upon, the one of them pronounced Mer- 
" 9^, great Comfort, and unfpeakable Jo) s 
^"^ to all that fhould repent prefently, be 
'*" obedient , and embrace this acceptable 
'' Meflage and opportunity offered : And 
" the other denounced terrible Judgmmsy 
" if they repented not, which flioufd even 
" prefently (alfo) fall upon them, and ef- 
*^ pecially upon that City oi London ; affirm- 
'^ ing that all that believed them not, were 
"condemned Body ard Soul. Thisjudg- 
" ment againft Londm% ( as Arth'mgton the 

"pre- 
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^^ pretended Prophet of Judgment , faith fie . 

^^ gathered out of Racket's Htjrory) was, that 

^^ men fliould (there) kill and maffacre one' 

*^ another (as Butchers do kill Swine) all 

^' the day long , and no man fliould take 

^* compaffion of them. There was then and 

'^ there further delivered by them, or by the 

'^ one of them , that Hacket was King of 

^^ EurofCy and fo ought to be obeyed and 

'^ taken ; and that all Kings muft hold of 

^^ him, and that the Queen s M^ijefty had for- 

^' felted her Crown , and was worthy to te 

^^ deprived. Which moft traiterous Point 

^* amongft others Hacket enjoined them to * 

'^ publifh, as in the one of his Indidments 

'^ is contained. Laftly, In very unman- 

*^ nerly and fawcy terms they prayed to 

^' God to confound two great Lords of her 

" Majefty's Counfel ; for thefe two, (toge- 

'^ ther with a certain Knight) they then and 

*^ there openly and moft lewdly accufed in 

" general terms of Treafon. This outrage 

*' was done the fixteenth day of July afore- 

" faid, about Ten of the Clock, or fome- 

" thing ^fter, in the Forenoon. 

" By which their Proclamation , being 
" laid together with their former Confe- 
" fences. Letters, and Purpofes againft the 
*^ Queen and Counfel, and for advancing of 
^^ Hafket, and for altering the State, with 
*^ the very time ( vvhen fo many Soldiers 
^' were about the City) it is evident to any^ 
^* who hath but half an eye to fee with , 
^f that they intended and hoped to mpve 

R 3 "Tumult 
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'' Tumult and Sedition : That by many 

" hands of the common multitude ( which 

" they brag of, faying, they are already in^ 

" flamed with zeal) they might have brought 

" all their Purpofes at length to a fure and 

" fpeedy conclufion; which defignment, for 

*' their pretended Reformation , this fort of 

" People do greatly lament, fo long to have 

" been fruftrated , after fo many other fe- 

" veral kind of means , in vain attempted 

:^ by them. But God ( -who ftayeth the ra- 

*' gifig of the waters , and the madnefs of his 

*^ feofle ) did fruftrate them herein of their 

" purpofe and expedation : his Name be al- 

" ways praifed therefore. 

*^ And whereas they had purpofcd to have 
V gone wich the like ciry and proclamation 
" through other the chief parts of the Crty,^ 
" the prefs (not of Officers to take them,' 
" but of common People to gaze and won- 
" der at them ) was fo great , as that they 
" were forced to go into a Tavern in Cbeaf- 
" Jidcy <LX, the Sign of the Mermaid ; the ra- 
^^ ther , becaufc a Gentleman in a white 
" Doubletjbeing of his Acquaintance, pluck- 
*' ed at Ccppinger whilft he was in the Cart, 
'^ and rebuked him for his ftrange and lewd 
'' Demeanour and Speeches. 

*^ Whereupon ( though jirthingtcn were 
" offended wich the faid Gentleman for 
" touching a Prophet of God in fo rough a 
" fort as he faid ) yet they were both con- 
** tented to ftep afide into the laid Tavern 
^^ wi:li him : where when they had rernain- 
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^^ cd a fpace, Coppinger was perfuaded by one 
^^ of the aforefaid Lawfms Men, that ftaid 
*' there at that tkne (for avoiding the won- 
" dring and prefs of the People ) to ftep 
" over into WioJfireety and from thence by 
^* back Lanes to his Sifter's Houfe near unto 
'' PauPs Whatfy where he lodged. But whilft 
*' they tVvo were going together, Ccppinger 
" W4S v^ery careful to know whether Ar- 
'^ thi^tcfn followed them or not ; infomuch 
^' as he would not be fatisfied, till the faid 
" Apprentice went back again for him. At 
■^ whofe coming back , he found Arthing- 
" ton ftillpubliftiing his forefaid Meffages to 
" che People, and telling them of Hacket^ 
" and of his Office, with whom Artbin^tcn 
*^ was content alfo at laft to go by the (ame 
*' Streets that Coppinger had gone, but yet 
^^ crying (as he did afore) Repent England, 
" Repent, &c. When in this fort they two 
" werfe come together to Coppinger s Lodging, 
" they found the Gates fliut againft them 5 
" whereupon the faid Apprentice would 
*^ have had Arthington to have gone to his 
" own Lodging, but he would needs go to 
*' Walkers Houfe at Brolun Wharf, where not 
'' long before he left Hacket. All the way 
" that Arthington went, he was followed by 
" a great multitude of Lads and young Pcr- 
*^ fons of Ae meaner fort : But at his com- 
** ing to Walker's Houfe , Hacket was HOC 
'^ yet returned out of the City from Wigr 
[^ gintov. 

R 4 t After 
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" After that Artbmgton was entred the 
" Houfe^ he was there ftaid by one Edward 
" Jon€s^ an honeft Citizen : And when 
" Hacktt ( not long after ) came in , Ar^ 
" thington faid, There cometh the King of 
" the Earth. But Racket willed him to keep 
" filence, telling him he was too outragious: 
" whereupon he ftraightway ( in very du- 
" tiful manner ) obeyed j for he called 
*^ Racket his Captain , and faid , That he 
" would do whatfoever he commanded him 
" to do. 

*' When the faid Jonei (in fearching 
" about Arthivgton) found a Writing m his 
^^ Sleeve , Arthwgtm faid , That fell out as 
" he would have it, for now it would be 
*^ feen ; for he had made (he faid) an Epi- 
*.^ ftle to the Queen ^ and (he ^ would not re- 
" ceive it, and therefore (he was (he faid) 
" no longer Queen^ but was deprived of her 
" Crown , Racket faying nothing . there- 
*^ unto. 

*' There was found alfo in Hackefs Cham- 
" ber, hidden at the Bed's feet, many Wri- 
*^ tings ; and Walker ( the Owner of the 
" Houfe ) brought alfo unto the faid Jones 
^^ other Writings of theirs out of a Stable. 

" And when Matter Reyney^ Parfpn of 
" the Church of St: Mary-SomtrfetSy an hp- 
*■ neft and learned Preacher, looked on one 
^f of the faid Papers, Racket reproving him; 
V^faid, that it appertained not unto him^ 
*^ but unto the Magiftrates, to look o;i them; 
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" Arthington (in Speeches with the faid 
^^ Heynej) faid amongft other things, That 
*•' the Judgments of God over that City were 
^' very great, and that tlie time was now 
*^ come, that God would reform his Church 
" univerfally , and root out all Idolatrous 
*^ Priefts, and that the Minifters of that Ci- 
*' ty were no better j affirming himfelf to 
" be a Vrofhet fent purpofely from God to 
^^ denounce his Judgments, and that Coppin- 
^^ get was a greater Prophet than he : That 
" Cartwright was a great learned Man, and a 
" Saint of God ; but WiggintonvjSiS lefs learn- 
" ed than be, yet far before him in Dig- 
" nity^r his Zeal ; always concluding his - 
" Speeches with thefe words of imprecation 
" againft himfelf, viz. elfe God confound mt. 

" When the faid Preacher demanded of 
" Hacht^ why he had feduced Arthington to 
?^ bring him into fuch Blafphemies? his An- 
*^ fwer was , that abundance of Zeal did 
" caufe him to exceed in that fort. Then 
f ^ he asked Hackety how he liked that Ar^ 
- ^ thington afcribed unto him an Office pecu* 
" liar to Chrijl ? To which he would not 
" diredly anfwer, but faid, that God had a 
^^ great Work to bring to pafs by himfelf in 
*' this Land; affirming that himfelf alfo was 
f^ zTropbety and had endited that Prophecy 
*^ (which Arthington writ) to be fent to the 
1^ Queen or Counjel , and that he prayed to 
" God to dircift Arthington s Pen therein. 

" This ftrange Accident being quickly 
f • blown through the City^ all was in a buz, 

" and 
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" afid tti A kind oF aftomftiment , what to 
^ thtnk of the matter : And betng fpeedily 
^' brbugjrt to her Majef/s ears, (then lying 
^ but at GreeifTvici) two cf her hoiiourable 
^Cbanfd were prefently dilpatched unto 
^* iWw,totake further notice of the whole 
" matter. About One of the Ctocfc in the 
" Afternoon Coppinger was ftnt for^ whiift 
^^ Hacht and Arthwgton were brought be- 
^^ fore thofe honourable Counfellors and 
^ others at the Lord Mayors to be examined : 
** but (as is informed) they would not fliew 
^' any token of duty or reverence unto thofe 
*' honourable Perfons , not fo much as by 
*' putting off their Hats unto them. Then 
" the?r Hats were pluclsed off by others, and 
/^ they were told their duties, and were ask- 
" ed whether tliey did not know before 
** whom they ftood ? To which they an- 
" fwered, that they knew them right well j 
*^ nevcrthelefs they would yield them no du- 
^^ ty nor reverence, inlbmuch as themfelves 
" ( they faid ) were greater Perfons than 
*^ thofe before whom they were conVented , 
'^ yet rhey feemed well content toftandbare- 
'* headed, fo their Hats were taken off by 
'^ force, and not putoffby their own wills. 
y^ This courfe of infolent behaviour towards 
^^ all that examined them, both Hacht and 
*^ Artbington held on at fundry other their 
*^ Examinations. Neverthelefs , Arfbhfgtpn * 
'^ that wis fo fcrupulous to yield any reve- 
^^ rence to the Queins Counfel, and Officers, 
^^ at one time when he faw Backet^ prefent- 

!' ly 
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- ly fell down groveling upon his face on 
^' the ground and honoured htm, according 
*' to the Convention among them mention* 
'*. ed before. And albeit both thefe conti- 
^' nued ftiU reiblute in their former Fancies, 
'* conceived of their txtraordinary Callings 
^* and Offices J and fought moft abfurdly to 
'^ defend it by Scripture, ( but chiefly by 
*^ moft terrible Imprecations unto them- 
*^ felves , praying to be confounded and 
^^ damned if they faid not true : ) yet to all 
^' Queftions that were asked of them, they 
^^ anfwered (though moft confidently) yet 
*^ pertinently, and direiftly to purpofe, fay- 
*^ ing , That Hacket ufed the matter fome- 
^' what moKjg craftily, when any Queftion 
^' of elpecial danger was propounded, unto 
^* him. For then would he by cunning Eva- 
" fions, by Cavils, and by fruftratory kinds of 
■ ' Anfwers go about to put off" fuch Interro- 
*^ gatories, feeming when he was prcffed 
'^ fomewhat hard, to be weary of his Part 
^^ and Perfon put on, if he could have then 
^^ told how to have fhaken it off, and been 
^' rid of it again with any honefty. 

" Cofpnger ( foon after his firft examina- 
" tion) finding the event of things not to ' 
^^ anfwcr their expecftations, feeing alfo the 
" matter fomewhat warmly taken (as there 
" was good caufe ) and thereby gathering 
f^ the danger which he andhis Complices 
^^ flood in , and perceiving ^Ifo ( by the 
" Queftions asked) the intercepting of their 
" Writings and Letters, whereby their deal- 
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*' ings were at full difcovered and brought 
*^ to light ; began , either by his own vo- 
*^ luntary choife ( as fome perhaps not un- 
" probably have imagined) or through anx- 
" iety (indeed) of mind, growing forth of 
" the badnefs of the Caufe, to behave him- 
'' fclf as a Man diftraded of his Wits- In- 
" fomuch as coming at one time to be exa- 
" mined , and finding Racket there, at hi$ 
" fight he prefently roared out in a very 
" flrange and horrible kind of voice; which 
" Hacket willing to turn to the beft, ftraight- 
^f v/ay faid. It was no marvail, though Cop^ 
'' f'wgcr did now fo behave himfelf, for that 
" he had given him Qver already unto So- 
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" By perulal of their Writings and Let- 
^^ ters, and by their Examinations, all the 
^' Plots of Treafon and Lewdnefs ( afore 
" mentioned ) fell out very evidently, and 
" more at full againft them, 

" Touching the Queens-Arms defaced at 
" Knje\ Houfe , H/icket did confefs , at the 
*^ times of his examination, that he did it, 
*' none other being prefent, and that he was 
" moved thereunto inwardly by the Spirit, 
" to ti^ke away her whole Power of her Au- 
*^ thority ; and that he would have done 
^^ woife, had it not been for difquieting his 
*' Hoftefs where he lay, becaufe when (he 
*^ found it, (he was very angry therewith : 
" For he was not forry, neither is forry {siS 
^^ he then faid ) for doing the Ad, becaufe 
^- he was commanded by God to do it, and 

^^ durft 
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'^ durft do no otherwife. He confeffcd alfo^ 
*' that he was likewife moved to put out the 
^* Lions and the Dragons Eyes in the Arms j 
** but being asked why he did fo ? he bit- ^ 
'^ terly and malicioufly anfv^ered , that he 
" did know that Lions and Dragons did af- 
** Aid: God's People. He did alfo raze out 
*^ the Crofs that was pidured on the top of 
** the Crown. He further confeffed, That 
*' he meant alfo her Majefty's Counfel 
^^ ihould be removed, becaufe they were (he 
*' faid) wicked ; and that he himfelf (being 
^ moved by the Spirit) would have placed 
*^ certain other new Counfellors (whom he 
^^ then named) to. wait upon the Queen^ and 
^' to reform Religion. . It is alfo confeffed 
** by him, that he told Arthington and others, 
" that he was the anointed King pf Etdtcpe. 
" By the Depofitions of the faid Kaje and his 
" Wife , it appeareth , that they finding, 
*^ (about a fortnight before Hacked % depar- 
^^ ture from them ) the' Queens Maje(ly\ 
^^ Pi<5ture pricked with fome Bodkin or Iron 
" Inftrument in the very place reprefenting 
^^ her Royal Heart, did in great anger charge 
" Racket with'it. Whereunto he anfwered, 
" that he had done it, and muft and would 
^^ anfwer it; adding, he had greater Mat- 
/^ ters to anfwer than that, and therefore 
" ( faid he ) you need not make fuch ado 
" for it. But Hacket at all his Examinations 
" either denied this Point flatly, or faid, he 
" did not remember it. This Noble Heart, 
" which thereby he fo tray teroufly defpitcd, 

"God 
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^^ to deface her Majcfties Arras which were 
*' in the Houfe where he then lay, and that 
** Racket alfo prick'd thePifture of the Queens 
" Majefiy at the Heart. That himfelf, mg^ 
" ginton y and one other ^ the very Week 
" afore Wigginton was committed ) had a Fafl: 
" together, where they JPrayed, that if any 
'^ of them fhould have any extraordinary caU 
" ling, they might have fome extracrdinarj 
" feal of it : about the which time, he the 
'^ faid Coppinger was called in a Dream. And 
" that he f together with Jrtbington, and one 
" other ) had a former Faft at the aforefaid 
** Lancafiers Houfe, about one Week afore 
'^ that time : and that her Majefties Coun- 
*^ fel ( that now are ) muft be Tryed by 
" this King, whether they are to be removed 
^' from her Majefty Or not : and that Ihe is 
*^ to have to be about hec to attend herPer- 
" fon ( for the time) fuchas himfelf (hould 
" affign, which (hall be thofe, whom he 
*^ hath named in a Letter of his , that is 
^^ found with him : and fome others alfo (he 
'^ faid ) were meant to have been affigned 
" alfo for that purpofe. 

*^ There fell out alfo upon fome oiArtb'wg^ 
" tons Examinations (while he remained ob- 
*^ ftinate ) certain other points not unwor- 
^^ thy to be remembred. One was, that 
'^ whereas he, in writing of a treatife againft 
" the ftate of this Church as it now ftand- 
" eth , obferved ( as he faith ) therein hi^ 
'^ old want to abftain from bitter fpeeches 
*' and ray lings, as a thing which he naturally 

" abhor- 
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*^ abhotred^ yet withSft thefe few Months, 
f* and after he had entred into thefe a<aions, 
^^ he had altred his opinion, and was moved, 
^' in fpirit, to follow another (harp and bi- ~ 
*' ting courfe of Writing, as being more 
^^ convenient in his judgment. Alfo, when 
*^ (bme that examined him ,, ftood greatly 
** upon this point, to pelrfuade him, that he 
^' was reduced in thcJfe things wherein he 
^^ leemed fo refolute .and reafoned againft 
*^ fuch their pretended extraordinary callings,' 
** gifts, and offices : then he ( for better, con- 
*^ Hrmation thereof) faid j that it (hould very 
^'(hortly appear to the worlds that they 
^' were no fuch feduced perfons, as yvas ima- 
^^ gined. For whereas a godly Gentlewomanr 
" in London ("fo he termed her) had been 
" by the fpace of 14 years poflTeffed with 
^* a Devil, ( as is afore touched ) that ( for 
** a fare fign of their vocation ) the faid , 
'^ Devil fliould be thrown out pf her, by all,' 
" of fome of their three means , very (bort- 
" ly. He alfo perfiftcd wilful in his former 
** fancies^ until the very time that he knew 
^' Hacktt was hanged; for until that day, he 
" very confidently affirmed , that he was 
*' moft alTured by the Spirit of God, and > 
'* by the joys and comfort he inwardly felt, 
" that Racket did participate with Chr^ft in a' 
" part of his office, and was indeed. King of 
^* all Europe y on whon^ her Majefiy and all 
" other, muft hold their crowns and fcepters, 
" and muft govern ( if they would continue 
" their government) by fuch Laws, as he 
S '' (hould 
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^^ (hould prefcribe ahd fct forth :That all they 
^^ three ihould ihortly be difmified , and 
" fhould go over-Sea with Hacket^ to take 
^^ poiTeffion of all thofe his other lUngdoms 
^ abroad^ and to perform their Offices. Bat 
^- when the vanity and danger of diis ftrange 
^^ fancy wa$ opened unto him ^ his anfwer 
" was to this effe<ft : You think ( faith he 
^' fomewhat pleafantly, as it were pitying 
^^ their error and mifconceit) that we have 
*^ incurred the danger of taws herein j and 
'^ that we (hall therefore be put to death : 
^' but as fure as God is in Heaven^ the fword 
^^ (hall not come near to hurt us^ neither (hall 
^' any man be able to touch the leaft hair of 
^^ any of our heads.. 
Hacket cmes " Thus, the mean tiftie ( fior the rooft part 
f^hisTrysl. ^^ thereof j from Friday the i6th of Jufy, 
** until Monday (evennight after, bang (pent 
^^ in examinations, it was thought good, that 
'^ Hacked (hould then come to his Tryal: on 
^* which day f being the 26th otjufy) he 
'' was brought from Bridewell to the Sefli- 
^' ons-houfe near Newgate^ before the Lord 
^* Mayor^ the Lord ffentwartby Sir Gilbert Ger^ 
'' rard Knight, Matter of the Rolls, StrWal^ 
^^ fiane Dixie ^ and Sir Richard Martin Knights, 
^' Mr. Serjeant Fleetwood Recorder of London^ 
^^ Mr. D^^if/ and Others in that Commiffion: 
^^ where after the Grand Jury was Empan- 
*^ nelled, the Wimeffes that ^ould give evi- 
^' dence Sworn, and two (everal Indii^ments 
" againft him found, Hacket was willed to 
*.* hold up his hand, which he did : then the 

'' firft 
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^' firft Indidment was read being of this te- 
^^ nour being turned into Effglijh, viz. 

The Jury do prefent far the Queen, 7bat iheindiffmtnt. 
William Hackee late of Oundel in the County London ff 
of Northampton Teoman^ as a falfe Tray tor 
agamjt the mofi excellent and Cbriftian Princefs 
wr Sovereign Lady Elizabeth^ by the grace of 
God, of England, France, ^^ Ireland, ^ueen, 
defender if the Faith, &c. his natural and Sove-* 
reign liege Lady, having not the fear of God itt 
his heart, nor weighing his due allegiance, butfe* 
duced by the infiigation of the Divil, malicioufly 
and traiteroufiyy comfoffingy imagining, devifing^ 
and intending the defrivation anddefo/ing of opt 
faid Sovereign Lady Elizabeth, from her honour 
and royal napte of the Imperial CroTS^ of this 
Realm of En^and, on the zift day of July, in 
the nd year of the reign of our Sovereign Lady 
Elizabeth vow Queen 1/ England, at London, 
that is to fay, in the Parijh of St. Brides in the 
Ward of Farringdon extra London, and di-^ 
vers other digit andtimes, betwixt the 11th of 
February lafi pafi^ and the z^th day of July ^ 
in t^e faid j ^d year of her Maje/lies Reign , as 
weUin the Far^j and Ward afore faid, as elfi^ 
where in London aforefaid, of bit own ferverfe 
and traiteromt mind, and imagination, malici" 
oujly, fxfrejly , advifedly, direSly , and traite'^ 
rmtffy in the frefence aied bearing offmdry faitb^ 
ful Subje&s of our faid Sovereign Lady, thefe 
falfe, maRcionsy and traiterons Englifi words fol^ 
lawir^y concerjting our faid Sovereign Lady the 
Qicen^s Majefty, faljly, malicioufly, advifedly, 
S 2 exprejlf. 
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€XfreJlyy JrreSfy^ and traitnonfly faid^ rebgarfeJy 
pMtfheJ^ and /poke, viz. That the Queens 
Majefiy ( meaning thereby our [aid Sovereign 
Lady Queen Elizabeth ) was not Queen of 
England : and that the Queens Majejty (mean^ 
ing thereby our /aid Sovereign Queen Elizabeth^ 
dtd reprejent all hypocrify, and bad forfeited her 
Crown , and was worthy to he deprived , and 
that he bad been of that opinion this four years: 
and that he defaced btr Arms in Kayes boufe 
( thereby meaning the boufe of one Ralph Kayes 
^tuate and being in Knightrider-ftreet in the 
Parifh of St. Gregory near Pauls in the Ward 
if Baynard'i Cattle London ) to take away 
her whole fower of her Authority , and was 
moved thereunto by the fpirity and that be nei' 
tber was , nor is ferry therefore , to the great 
fcandal and derogation of the perfon and Royalty 
efourfaid Sovereign Lady the Queen, and to the 
fubverfionofthe State of this Realm of 'England, 
and contrary to the form of a fiatute in this cafe 
made and provided, and alfo agamfi the peace of 
ourfaid Sovereign Lady, .her Crown and dignities, 
&c. 

Being asked whether he were guilty to 
Hi pU0ds this IndiAment or not i' he confciTed and 
iJ«^^'/- pleaded guilty: adding this, jUmufi be as 

you will. Whereupon Mr. Attorney-General 
defired for the Queen, his confeffion of the 
Indidment might be entred. Then Hackee 
being again, bidden to hold up his hand, he 
did lo accordingly: whereupon the fecond 

Indi(^menc 
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Indicftment was read being in EftgUPi as fol- 
loweth, viz. 

The Juryfrefents for the Queen: That Wil- StcondlndiB' 
liam Hacket late of Oundel in the County of f»ent. 
Northampton Teoman^ as afalfe traitor againfi London flC 
the mofi excellent and Cbri^ian Frincefs our So* 
^ereign Lady Elizabeth by the grace of God of 
England, France, and Ireland, Queens defender 
of the Eaithy ^c. Having not the fear of God in 
his heart ^nor weighing his due allegiance ^ butfe- 
dneed by the Infiigation of the Dtvit j andintend-^ 
ing wboUy to withdraw^ put outy and extinguipt 
the hearty love^ and the true and due obedience^ 
which a true and faithful fubjeif of the Queen s 
Jhould bear^ and by law is bound to bear ^ towards 
our faid Sovereign Lady the Queen ; the firfi 
day of July in the %ld year of the Reign of the 
faid Queen^ <j^ London, in the Panfh of S.Grt* 
gory near Paul'i in the Ward o/Caftle-Baynard 
London, falfly^ tnalicicuflyj and traiteroujly in-- 
tendedy imagined^ went about ^ and contpaffedy the

to take awayy put down , and overthrow the 

fower of Authority of the faid Queen. And that 

the faid William Hacket for further accomfli- 

jhing and effeBing of hu faid traiterous purpofes, 

imaginations y cowpaffwgSy and intent Sy the [aid 

firft day of July, in the faid midyear of her 

Maje^ies reign, in the hdufe of the faid Ralph 

KsiyeSyJituate in the parifh and ward aforefaid^ 

did traiteroujly raz,e a certain TiBure of the 

Queens Majefty y then and there in the faid houfe 

Ukewife being: and then and there didntalicmfly 

and traiteroujlj put in andthruft an Iron Jnftrument 

into that part of the faid PiBurOy that did repre^ 

Jent the Breaft and Heart of the Queen's Majefty^ 

And afterward y that is to fay y on the i6thday 

of July in the % ^dyear of the reign of the Queens 

Majefty that now isy f^&e /^/W William Hacket, 

traiteroujly came to the houfe of one John 'Walkcv 

fituate and being in the Parijh of St. Mary So- 

merfet in the JVard of Queen-hith in London 

aforefaid y with intent traiteroujly to confer and 

treat with one Edmund Coppinger Gent, and 

Henry Artbington Gent.conceminghis traiterous 

purpofety 
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furfofesy imaginations J comfaJJingSy and intents 
afcfrtfaid. And that the [aid WiUiam Hackee 
aft^rwardy that is to fay^ on the x6th day of 
July in the i%dyear of the Reign of the (Queens 
Majefty that ntfUf is^ at London aforefaidin the 
boufe ofthefaid John Walker, in the forefaid 
tar^ (J/'5^Mary Soraerfet in the faid Ward 
of Qieenhich in London, of his own fewer je 
sndtraiterous mind and imagination^ maliciou/ly^ 
aJvifidfyj exfrefly^ and traiteroufly did treat and 
had conference with the faid Edmund Coppinger \ 

#iy<^ Henry Archington, bywhatwajsy means ^ 
and manner y the faid traiterozss furfofesy imagi^ 
nations y comfaffings y and intent Sy might be ac^ 
comfli^d and brought to pafs. And thereupon 
on the faid 16th day of July y in the faid X^d 
yeary in the faid houfe <^ John Walker afore- 
faid^ fituate and being in the faid Parijh of Saint 
Mary Somerfet in the faid fVard of Queen- 
hhh London, in the prefence and hearing of the 
faid Edmund Coppinger <j»i!/ Henry Arching- 
ton (being then and there in the faid houfe ) the 
faid Hacket thefe falfe traiterotts En^ifli words 
foUvw'mgy of our faid Sovereign Queen Eliza- 
beth, /i^, maliciouflyy advifedfyyexprefl/ydi- 
reSfy and trait erotsflyy faidy rehear fed y publtfhed 
and fpokcy viz. That the Queens Majeftyy 
( meaning our faid Sovereign Lady Queen 
Elizabeth, bad forfeited her Crown y and was 
worthy to be deprived^ And that furthermore 
the faid William Hacket thereupon , the faid 
l6th day of ]n\y in the faid ^d year y in 
the Jaii houfe of John Walker fituate in the 
VaHfkof Su Mary Someifet m the faid Ward of 
S 4 Queen- 
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Quecn-hith London , fnalicioujly^ and traite-^ 
foujl/ moved and fiirred up the [aid Edinntld 
Coppinger, and Henry Arthington^ traite^ 
rcuftj and ofenly tihfMJh and declare in Lon- 
don afortfaid^tbat the Quteffs Adajefiy that nffu/ 
ss^ had forfeited her Crcvnt^ to the great offence and 
dercgation of the ferfon of the Queens Majefiy^ 
and to the fubverficn of the fiate of this Realm, of 
England^ and contrary to the feace of our f aid 
Sovereign Lady^ htr crown apd dignities, &c. 

To this hi mt' ^^ And beipg li|cewi(e asked whether he 
fwefsftrvtrfly. " were guilty to this IndiAment or not, 
• ^ ( belike perceiving that he was already 
^^ plunged in far enough ) he began then to 
*^ anfwer more perverfly/aying to theBench, 
^^ Tou have 'wit encugb to judge for me and your 
^^ felves too : Being asked tl^ fame again, he 
^^ faid, Few ivords are heft ^ it is good to know 
^^ much and to fay little : And being divers 
^^ times asked, he ftill repeated thefe Words. 
^^ Then being told, that if he (hould perfift 
^^ in that fort , not to plead direftly as by 
^^ Law he ought, it could not fcrve his turn, 
^^ for that alone was fufficient.of it (elf to 
^^ condemn him of the Treafon : and being 
.^^ asked again, whether he were guilty or 
^^ not, he laid, Ambo. But fome further good 
" advertifements being given uftto him, at 
j^tUfi pleads ^^ laft ( after much ado) he pleaded. Not 
not guilt;. ^^ guilty, to that fecorid Indidment. There^ 
^' upon being asked, by whot^ he would be 
^^ Tried, his faid, By the Cx)untry : Butbe^ 
^^ ing told he ought to lay, J?/ God and by 
*. ^ ^^ tbi 
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^ the Country, he faid. That he would be 

^^ tried by the Jury. And therewithal burft HeUaffbcmf^ 

^^ out into fuch blafphemous and hellilh words 

^^ againft the Majefiy of God ( in truths not 

*^ to be heard by Chriftian ears, and there- 

^^ fore not to be uttered or repeated here ) 

^^ that they were to the great aftpnilhment 

^^ and horror of all, and deteftation of him 

^^ with all the hearers. It may be that he jntinJntg u 

^^ hoped thereby to induce the Judges to an induce the 

^^ opinion that he was mad and furious j court t9 be- 

'' albeit in his countenance, gefture, atten- ''^'^'w**^- 

^^ tivenefs to that which was Ipoken, filence * 

^^ when he ought, holding up his hand 

" when he was commanded , perceiving 

*^ the efFed of all was fpoken , pertinent 

^^( though fometimes perverfe) anfwers, 

'^ through all that adion, no tokens of any 

^^ fury or madnefs at all could be noted in 

^^him. 

'^ Some have imagined that the IltuHon of 
" the Devil was fo Itrong, to perfuade him 
*^ of an immunity from all danger, accord- 
^^ ing to his former conceived Opinions , 
^^ that thereby he grew to fuch a devili(h 
^^ impatience againit God, when as now he 
^^ faw himfelf to be brought to more appa- 
^^ rent danger than ( happily ) he fuppofed 
■^ there ever would be caufe for him to fear^ 
^^ Which thing feemeth more probable to 
" have been the occafion thereof; for that 

immediately after his Blafphemy, he alfo 
r ufed thefe words j God Almigbtj is above^ 
^^ and wiU be not revenge ? But feeitig hecould 

''not 
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not be brought to any other Plea, thd 
Queen^s Attomej-General defired in behalf 
of the Quetn, That Judgment thereupon 
ihight be encred. And feeing he pleaded 
Guilty to the one, and ftood mute to the 
fecond^ in that he anfwered not as Lavif 
would ( whereupon he was to beconvift- 
ed of both the Indi&ments ) (b that none 
Evidence ( which was there ready ) need- 
ed either to be ufed, or by the Queens 
Council Learned to be opened or enfor- 
ced : Neverthelefs^ for better (atisfadk)n 
of the World , it was by them thought 
meet^ fomewbat to (hew both how hai- 
nous, and bow evident ( for Proof ) his 
Treafons were. And albeit I am not able 
(io any tolerable fort) to repeat the grave, 
wife^ and pithy Difcourfes that were made 
in this behalf, by thofe two worthy Gen- 
tlemen, Mzher yittornej'Generalj and Ma- 
tter SoUicitor to her Majefty ; yet (I hope) 
they will pardon me, to fet down only 
fome few heads of their Speeches , as 
tliey were noted briefly from their mouths^ 
and afterward brought unto me. Mafter 
Attorney declared , That the Original of 
thefe Plots and Confpiracies c^ne from y 
and were for the SeAaries of this time : 
That Cof finger in a Letter to Wallyj^rzy" 
eth him and the reft in Prifon not to taint : 
That he and others had taken a courfe for 
their fpeedy deliverance^ and defired par- 
don for not coming to him,, which he 
faid might be. dangerous,, for that they 
^ .^^fliould 
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^^ (houki be the fooner fufpeded; or to that 
*^ effcift : That there were Letters difperfed 
^^ in the ftreets five or fix days before the 
*^ A(9:ion : That there were found in Wig^ 
^^ gwuns Chamber i«:inted Pamphlets, which 
'^ Ihoald be fent to a great number of Wo- 
^^ men ( whom I, quoth Matter Attorney , 
^^ forbear to namej as is touched before: 
^^ That in other Letters was contained, 
^^That the Queen Ihould command her 
^^ Counfellors to their Chambers, becaufe of 
^^ the ftir and danger which then (hould be : 
^^ That Hacket himfelf had afore confefTed 
" ( befides the other Points of the Indid:- 
^^ ments) how he fent Artbington and Cof- 
^^ finger to do and proclaim as they did. 

" Then Mafter SoUicitor very excellently ihe^ StAfimue 
^^ alfo difcourfed, How there was noTrea- •f f^- ^•^c*- 
" fon more dangerous than that which is ^^'^t^^'^- 
^^ pradifed under other colours, as it were 
^^ in the clouds, and none wounded fo deep 
^^ as thofe that were ihadowed , under the 
^^ cloak of Religion and 2^al j for of it 
^^ commonly followed greateft deftrudion 
^^ and calamities. This he exemplified by 
^^ the Anabaptifis at Munfier in ff^efipbalia, 
^^ and fome others : That in like fort ( as 
^^ ( they did ) this Hacket alfo affirmeth he 
^^ was lent from God, was a principal Angel 
^^ fent before the Judgment ; that he doth 
^^ participate ( with horror I rehearfe it, 
^^ laid Mafter SoUicitor ) of the Human Na- 
5^ ture of Jefus Cbrifi. and the two other 
l^ are Trofbets, oneof Afw/, and the other 

*^ of 
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^^ of Judgment. That the Queen had forfeit- 
^^ed her Crown: That the Council was 
" wicked, and muft be over-ruled ; and by

** was carried to Newgate^ and there remain- 
** ed txWfVednefday next after ( being theap- 
^' pointed day for his Execution ) that in the 
" mean while he might ( by godly counfel ) 
" be brought to Repentance , and to pro- 
*' vide for his Soul's health. Certain Preach- 
(b travelled with him in the mean 
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time , that albeit ( for fome while ) he 
^^ thought to advantage himfelf, and to re- 
" fpite his execution, by giving ( through 
'^ diflimulation ) froward and lewd An- 
*^ fwers •, yet at length they brought him 
^^ ( as it then feemed J to a ferious condde- 
" ration of his own ftate, and of the grie- 
*^ voufnefs of his Treafons. Infomuch as 
" Matter Richard Toung of Lmdon^ coming 
" alfounto him thither, on theTueJday being 
" the 27th of July y betwixt the hours ot 
" fix and feven in the Afternoon ( fundry

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'\ large ) . he wrote to the body of the 
" Council, the whole courfe (as he preten- 
** deth) of this adion, Co far as he was 
*^ made acquainted therewith , humbly 
^^ craving their Lord/hips mediation unto 
*^ the Queens mofi excellent Majefiy for his 
** pardon, and acknowledging his dange- 
*^ rous error, and deviliih leduftion f by 
•* Hacket cfpecially ) into this traiterous 
y aftiod. 

This Declaration is truly taken forth of 
their own Letters, Writings under their 
hands, and their Confeflions upon Exami- 
nations, fubfcribed by themfelves, and by 
fundry honourable and worlhipful perfons 
of great gravity, and wiOom, before whom 
they were made ; and therefore may fuffice, 
to (hew unto all reafonable and well-affed- 
cd, the lewdnefs and danger of the hypo- 
critical Plots, and feditious Con(piracies en- 
tred into by thefe perfons. 

But fome there are fo perverfely wedded to j^^ flatefi^» 
their own wills, and addicted to their fancies deredm thefe 
once conceived, that they give out they Proacdin^s. 
were mad , and furious perfons, choofing 
therein, rather to accufe the honourable 
Jufiice of the Realm, and all the admini- 
fters thereof, than that any of their fadious 
Crew (profeffing defire of pretended Re- 
formation, and to bring in The Difcipline 
as they call it J fhould be noted with fa 
deep difloyalty.

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Now then^ to examine thefe three peHbns 
by that which hath been faid : It may be 
yielded, that their ima^ations, purpofes^ 
plots y and defignmeots , refpediog thq 
weightineis of the end and weakne& of the 
means , were fantaftical , unadvifed , and 
moft fond and unlikely, yet none other- 
wife than may be alfo truly laid for the moft 
part of all (uch fanatical fanufticfcs, fdiif- 
inaticks, hereticks, or malecootented treafb- 
nable confpirators whatfoever. But cannot 
(truly or with any colour of probability) 
be affirmed, that any of them were msid, 
befides themfelves, and out of their wits, as 
not knowing and perceiving what they did 
or faid, or what others faid or did unto 
them. 

Firft concerning Artb'mgton^ I have not 
beard fo much as any doubt at all of Mad- 
inefs to have been made by any man that con- 
yerfed^or had to deal with him, either in or 
after this adion. But becaufe Cofpinger hath 
been fuppofed by many (after the time of his 
firft lamination ) to have fallen into ftark 
madnefs, let us a little look back, and briefly 
recapitulate fome ^ints , that have been 
afore touched concerning him, to (ee> if 
any fuch diftraAion of mind coold aHb 
be noted in himy by the carria^ of tlus 
a&ion, before his apprehenfion.

ofhisfdi'y. BinCofphger is faid to have 
forbdfn 'ahd abftained from meat and drii* 
C though ' they' wfcrfc offered unto him ) t>y ' 
the fpace ofeight whole daysir whereby he 
grew'ib weak, as th^titmky feem,: he died 
fot'-'tvint of ' Suftehatice. . Such tefolation 
or bbdiiration of mind, can hardly lb long 
together remain With hinv, that is mad ii^ 
de^d'i arid' knowdth' not What he doth, 
ttowfoever it wer'e after, it is fare, that be- 
fore theiVPageant was plaid, ( wherein-nrac- .

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For when he 6rft had taken apprehenfi- 
on of fuch extraorJiporj calling, he yielded 
not ftraightway and unadvifedly unto it^ 
but after long and deliberate debating with 
himfclf : his care was great, and coune (bs 
in fuch a matter j was confiderate, in feek- 
ing to be refolved by fuch, as he both then, 
and afore held, to be beft able to judge of 
his gifts and calling: The queftions that he 
framed were very pertinent to that purpofe^ 
and orderly penned :His Letters andipeeches 
to T. C. to Eg. to Ch. to FJ. to Lan. to ff^sg. 
to P. ^. to J. T. and others, and to them of 
forreign Churches, were ( for that matter ) 
well and advtiedly endited : His cunning was 
not fmall, to keep the very particular way 
of efFeding that which he deft-ed, from thofe 
he dealt with, becaufe himfelf knew it a 
dangerous fecret, and a courfe not juftifia- 
ble, unlefsitcame by eoctraordinary motion^ 
and fpecial oeconomy from God, and there- 
fore he defired to have it allowed (b to be : 
His pretence of entertaining intelligence 
(^touching fome important fervice to the 
State of the Realm, whereof he pretended 
to have an inkling, but no full and particu- 
lar knowledg ) was non^ unadvifedor fimple 
reach of policy, in him. For if in platting 
of his purpofes, and dealing in the.principal 
adion, any thing of doubtful acceptance, 
fhould happen to have been after difcovered, 
then might he well and with good colour, 
have pretended, that be did it but in way 
of attaining to intelligence of thole dangers, 

wh^eof 
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whereof the generality (as it were in the 
Clouds ) he had afore delivered to a Coun'- 
ftUtfr. For he might not feem a man to be 
fufpe(5ted of any difloyal purpoie, who 
(hewed himfelffo careful for his Sovereign's 
fafety. Add to thefe^ his cunning petition^ 
to have prifoners for treafbn, &c. to be ex- 
amined by himfelf, and execution of con- 
demned perfons tobe ftai'd at his beck^ where- 
by he might more eafily have induced them 
to appeach, whom he lift to have overthrown, 
and whom he principally aimed at. His 
fubcilty alfodoth notably appearin his petiti- 
ons to her Majefty ; where he makes ihew 
of great fecrets to be delivered only in her 
pretence, and prayeth to be pardoned, if in 
overmuch fear of her fafety, he had attempt- 
ed to prove that, which he could not, which 
argueth, that he had (indeed) not fo much 
as any colourable intelligence delivered un- 
to him, of Treafon intended, by fuch great 
men, as he pretended : but ufed this as a 
means, to have accefs, for himfelf and the 
others, unto her Highnefs's prefence, for 
fome further intended mifchief: Then his al- 
lowance and commendation of found and 
good counfel given him, by Eg. a preacher, 
and by others; his fparing to reveal the 
great and dangerous fecret unto Racket^ up- 
on their firft acquaintance ; his razing out 
oi Racket^ s and the Town's Name, out of the 
Letter fent by him to a Noble perlbnage, to 
^ive inkling of Treafons intended againft

#/Ufsr|;r0iir ; thefa: ttmpemce and percinetit an& 
wers unco ffiffktons fpeeches, and all their 
confulting iundry times together 1 about 
thdr bunnefi , namely ^ the night afore^ 
and the day of their proclamatioh ^ do 
plainly argue^ that Ctffmgtr ( albeit he were 
greatly mifled by a falfe and fpightfol zeal» 
and by much hypocrifie ) yet was he fat 
enough, from any diftrading of his wits^ 
in every part of thisai£tion. 

And Goticerning Hacht (whofe terribld 
blafphemies at the laft, do argue either a vil-^ 
lanous diffimubtion to havi his execution 
refpited, or a defperateintemperancy againft 
God, for fruftrating his expedation ) there 
can no fury or madntfs be juftly noted in 
bim, by the whole managing of this adion, 
but rathto , notable hypocricy , craft, and 
diiTemfaied holine& Firft , in that he 
feem'd a man moft zealous for the preten« 
ded Rtftfmatm of the Churchy by ereding 
the Difciflinej and afterwards alio for refor- 
ming of the Common- wealth : That he 
uied ( in outward appearance ) a moft kt- 
f dnt and derout manner of praying : that 
in his prayers, he did execrate himfetf moft 
deeply, if he fought not the glory of God 
only in this adion, thereby the better to be 
(predfted, and to cover his viilanies: that he 
took a day's deliiberatfon, to anfwer the 
titai matters after it was ^ propounded 
by C^fjpmgft: thtft tefpsglit 10 get credit to 

himfelf^ 
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himfelf, and to terrify her Majesty ^ by tel- 
ling (in generalities ) of ftrange judgments 
of God, imminent aver her, that were re- 
vealed unto him: that forefeeingit not un- 
likely to rain (after a long time of drought^ 
he prayed in Cofu>wgers prefence for rain , 
whereby it might (eem to be fent by God^ at 
his only prayer and mediation : that he bare 
them in hand he could tell things tocome^ 
being merely contingent: that he could 
fain fuch kind of Re'velationsy as if they were 
(hewed to him in the midft of his torments^ 
( which if they be marked ) tended only to 
have himielf magnified, as a man placed 
moft highly in God^s favour : that when the 
one of his followers feemed offended, he 
craftely excufed the miflike which he had 
Ihewed, to hear her Majefij prayed for : that 
the better to colour his hatred and-malice, 
he afterwards prayed for her himfelf: that 
he cunningly induced Copfinger^ either to 
fain or to nncy a Revelation, that he, and 
Anbington muft obey him the faid Hacket in 
all things: that he pretended to difpence 
with Arthingtonj for honouring him as King 
of Eur&fe^ until he Ihould do it before others, 
where it might ftand him in better fted: 
that he craftily put off his intended anoint-: 
ingby Coppiftger^ (as being already done in

this r hetrefie of Anabapciffn fprcad i t felf large- 
ly throughout that City, fothat great fpeech 
was made in every place thereof; albeit no 
certain knowledge Was had, becaufe they 
admitted none other tb their clofe aiTemblies 
but fuch, as ftood alike perfwaded. This 
their courfe being come to the Magiftrates 
ears, all that favoured that opinion, and bad 
aflembled themfelves in any fuch dangerous 
%^J!s^hT Conventicles, were ( by a general Edift) 
sre BsHifbed baniflied the City : bur as they went out 
thi City, but Sit one gate , {o ( being confident upon 
retmt #^«i». thcir multitudes ) they returned in at ano- 
ther, pretending that they were commanded 
. by God to ftay there, and to deal more ear- 

neftly and refolutely'in their bufinefs- It 
^lotman^i?- happened ^ that R^tman ( who before had 
;^V^£^'''-.preich"d againft them ) began atUhat time, 
**"' to flie w himfelf to be a favourer of their opi- 
nions; which thing gave alfo great incou- 
ragmient unto them> infomuch as they then 
challenged the found Preachers (which ftood 
againft them j untb difputation. But when 
this challenge was^ accepted, fo that learned 
and grave Judges and affiftants might be 
chdfen, and that whatfoever fliould be de- 
termined, might firmly be ftood unto, and 
obferved of all wihout further contradiiftion ; 
then they (hrunk back, and refufed difputa- 
^^' tion upon any fuch Conditions. Hereupon 

they began to be lefi efteem'd with the 
people, than they wfcre afore ; therefore to 
recover their fomler reputation with theth, 

they 
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they devifed another more ihort and plaa- 
fable courfe, which was this. About the 
end of December^ one of them pretending oni^fthem"' 
to be divinely infpired, and to be ravifted ^flf.^f^^'' ^'': 
in fpirit, did go through the ftreets of the 15*^3^" '• 
City, crying, Repent^ Repent ^ and be again 
baptiz,edy or elfe the judgments and wrath of 
God 7i/ill^ quickly and Juddenly overwhelm you. 
By thisoccafion, many of them which afore 
did lurk fccretly in corners, and kept them- 
felves clofe, came fuddenly abroad^ and in 
great routs and plumps ran together ( with 
the former cry ) into the chief ftreet of the j^ j r m 
City, being the Market Place, makiogfgreat th7t JreZlt 
outcry *s, that all which were not rebaptiz,ed Rebaptizedt^ 
in token of repentance, (hould be flain as *' P^in as 
heathens, and as ungodly men. After this, ^^^^^^f- 
( with fundry great outrages done by them 
againft many of the Citizens ) they in veiled . 
themfelves of the Guilds Hall or Town-houfe, ^1?/^^!'"*" 
and of all the Artillery and Munition of Arm vftbt 
the City ; fo that many perfons, what upon aty, , 
credulous (implicity, and what for faving 
their goods and lives, were content to be 
rebaptiz^d with them. Neverthelefs, others 
(for (afeguard of their goods and themfelves 
in this perilous uprore J betook themfelvejS 
to a place in the Town, very ftrong by na- ^e ^^p^ftd, 
tural fituation, and apprehended many of andfome op, 
the feditious Anabaptifis for prifoners. Thefe tr^bnuied 
skirmiflies lafted betwixt both the parties, 
until they grew to a parly and compofition^ 
giving Hoftages each to other, for obfer- 
vance of it. And albeit the (aid Rotman^

That he that would do God good fervice^ 
ihould firft fhoot at them ; and others 
were put unto fundry other feveral kind^

lonians>: And tket then the wicked and ungodly 
Jhall receive the guerdon and recompence of oM 
their Impieties-committed agaiuji the Saint Sy all 
thf ungodly being rid out of the wayy thejeat cf

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Jtigbttcufnefs fhouU ke frefared and advanced; 
That there is tume efficacf or force in that Bof* 
tifm ivberewith hfants are baftiz>ed. All whkh 
they obftinacply defended ; and yet ( when* 
ifoever they were charged ) they pretended 
that thejf would apknowledge smd camfefs their 
Errors^ if tbej jhotdd he fiewed unto them by 
the Scriptures, to he Errors. 

Now as I have done afore, in the Hifto-* j^ cmfariftHjf 
ry of Tlowas Muncer^l muft crave leavci ^ *hf Ana, 
that with^ the Readers patience, I may alfo ^^^^^^/^^^^j 
briefly compare and referable fomeof the ^^J^jfcbit 
Dealings and Errors of the Anabapifls of the narians in 
City or Mnnfierj with the a<^ionst and opi- England, i« 
nions of thefe late Confpirators, and of their <*^f» ^ 
Difciplinarian Schoolmafters , from whotn ^^ '^*' 
they havp fucked like Poyfon. 

For did not Hacket ( the moft ignorant of 
all the three, being.but an unlettered Mak« 
iter) in like (brt take upon him to rule the 
, Dther, and to mannage the whole Adioin? 
and are not the moft ignorant of fuch as be 
of this humour, moft prefiimptuous to di- 
red: all others, and to difcufs deepeft doubts? 
Have not their mutual cohortations, and fe* 
ditious inftru<5Hons, with their conceived 
Prayers, and hypocritical Fafls, (that they ^ 

pfadifed in privy conventicles, and aflemr 
blies) given greateft ftrength to his fadiion, 
to the feduAion of numbers i Have i^ot the 
Pagiftr^tes now as great caufe to look in* 
'''••-■"..' to ■■ 
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tb^the(e proceedings, before they makeheaif^ 
upon confidence of their multitudes ? Have 
not all the ftayed and found .Preachers of 
this Land by lundry MaJepertSy and now 
0gain by jirtbmgtan, been (moft infolentlyj 
challenged unto difputation ? Hach not the 
caufe of this pretended Difdpline, been ne- 
verthelefs quafhed ( oftentimes) in Pulpits^ 
in publick difputations in the Uhiverfities^ 
and by learned treatifes wriaen : whereby 
rheweaknefi^ and meagemeGof their child- 
iih colledtons^ have been fully displayed ^ 
Will they make any haft, or dare they to 
offer difputation, if fuch conditions, af- ^ 
fiftants^ and indifferent and learned Judges 
as are fit, (hall be fet down and appointed ? 
and ( being beaten from their ordinary 
means ) have not thefe Confpirators, and 
fuch as have animated them, betaken them- 
felves unto pretended exiraiardinary Callings, 
ravifliings in Spirit, carryings into Heaven, 
Revelations , Dreams and Vifions ? Have 
khey not feditioufly filled our Streets wich 
their like hypocritical Outcries of Repent, 
, , Repent, &c. and by gathering pf Routs, 
tending to Uproar and popular Tumalt ? If 
their purpofes had fucceedcd, and thdr Pro- 
phecies of killing an4 maifacring men (like 
Swine ) in London Streets, had come to pafs, 
would the Outrages, in hainoufnefs, have 
^ome any whit behind thofe of Manner ? 

If this fort of Perfons have been gratified 
with any indifferem Tolieration, could tbfs||:

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feftlefs bufy Heads ( though they have pro- 
mifed otherwife) ceafe to hammer, by long 
hand, and fecretly, the bringing to full efc - 
fe<ft of their defignments, viz,. That they 
might govern in the Church with Cbrifi's 
Scepter, and adminifterhis Kingdpm? For 
lb they ( blafphemoufly )' term the Difcif line ^ 
which they have forged. Was not the dif- 
placing of her Majefty*^ Cotmcil plotted by 
the Confederates, and had they not aSigned 
othttGoanfelfm in their rooms ? Should thofe 
whom thetiifelves had thus chofen and af-* 
ligned, have remained long in place, if their 
K. Hacket had been once invefted as fully and 
w>yally as John of Leiden was inM^yfer? Would 
they not quickly have brought them dowpj 
as Knipperdoling was, from being Ccnful, to 
the Isafeft room of account that might be ^ 
Would thefe ( if they had prevailed ) have 
fpared ( think ye ) either Place, Age, or 
Sex ; or (hould Baniihment only have fer- 
ved ? No : Vtfcera imporum crudelia. And 
did not Hacket take upon him to be as great 
a Prophet as John Matt hen/ , or John of Ley* 
den^ his Succeflbr? And Coppinger the Prophet 
0f God's Mercy ^ as high as Knipperdoling ? And 
^rtbingt on the Prophet of Judgment , and Pen 
of a ready Writer , as refined and excellent' 
as Crediting the Goldfmith ? Had not thefe 
alfo appointed out Wtjrginion and Lancafier 
to be their Affiftants for a time, as it were 
their petty Prophets ? Did they not pretend 
the Will of, the Heavenly Father for every

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mod ungodly and abfurd Motion^ Speecb:^ 
or AAion, as namdy , for the defactng oF 
her Majtftjs Arms ; and chat fke (hould not 
be pray'd for ? Did not thefe pretend and 
feign to be in high favour with God^ and 
that they could tell fecrets, and things to 
come^ merely contingent » and to be able 
to caft out Devils^ and to obtain Rain at 
pleafure ? Matters <^ as great diffipulty and 
unlikelihood^ as (bothiaying and bewraying 
of things concealed* Did they not inveigh 
againft the human Wifdom ( of divers of 
their own Judgment ) whom they fiippofed 
not to be forward enough ? And do not jna- 
ny of the Difciplinarian Vein deipife and con- 
demn all helps of good Arts and Learning, 
as litde leG than impious, but (pecially in 
^ Sermons ? Was not Matthew the chief Pro- 
phet of Munfier his Fancy ftronger and his 
Refblution greater than thefe Confpirators 
fhewed in any part of their a&ion ; when 
he thought himlelf alone able to repd an 
whole Hoft ? And yet he was not therefore, 
accounted furious , mad , or diftraded of 
his Wits; Wjas not Ccppinger Hkewtfe as 
deeply bewitched as the people of Mun^er^ 
when he could not perceive that Hacket did 
but dally with him about particular Intelli- 
gence of fome Treafbns y fuppofed to be 
plotted by fome Great Perfons ? Had not

Doth 
not the Difcifline give the chief and fovereiga 
allowance or difallowance of all Ecclefia^ 
cal determinations ^ nnto the whole Con- 
gregation ? Did not thefe Conlfurators de 
( as means to be trufted^ that God had re- 
vealed fuch things unto them ) Oaths and 
Execrations of Damnation and Confufion 
to themfelves, as deeply osJdmoiLeyden did, 
when he did fwear by his Coat, and by the 
New Teftament, touching the like Revela- 
tion I Did not Hachet their great Prophet, 
thirft after, and threaten Revenge againft* 
ibme Great Perfons, who he thought did 
fland in his way ? Did not Copphger and 
Artbifftan proclaim in the Market-place of 
Cbeap'y and afterward defend, That Hacki^f 
was Xing and pmperor of all Europe , and 
that God had fo appointed it ? Did they not 
hold. That he, together wjth themfclves,, 
fiipuld go forth, and take PoiTeflion of ail 
his Kingdoms here and abroad ; and fubdue 
all Kings that would not hold their Scepters 
of him, and be governed by fuch Laws 
and Orders as he fhould appoint ; and that 
he fhould fQY.er with his Fan the good from

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the bad, fo that they fliould not troable an A 
afflift the Godly any more? Had not Hacket 
alfo his (aid Prdpiets to proclaim him publick- 
ly Kh^ of Europe^ as John of Ley Jen had the 
Goldfmith ? Did noe C<^ifger ( upon ^r- 
tbingtim^s Advertifemeht ) with three moft 
lowly Obeifances^ and with ^rei(t Gravity ,\ 
take upon him, and was ready caanoint and 
landify Hacket with the Holy Ghoft , but 
that ( by a fhtft) he was put off?
